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BY-LAWS OF THE TOWN OF WINCHESTER, 


As AMENDED Aucust 6, 1901. 


ARTICLE I. 


TOWN MEETINGS. 


Section 1. ‘The annual town meeting shall be held on the first 
Monday of March. 

Secr. 2. A copy of every warrant for a town meeting shall be left 
at every dwelling house in town, four days at least before the time 
named in the warrant for holding the said meeting. 

Sect. 8. Notices of every adjourned meeting shall be posted ‘by 
the Town Clerk at the post office, as soon as practicable after the 
adjournment, stating briefly the business to come before the meeting. 


ORDER OF PROCEEDINGS AT TOWN MEETINGS. 


Sect. 4. At the time appointed, the Town Clerk shall call the 
meeting to order and read the warrant, and all persons present shall 
be seated and uncovered. 

Sect. 5. When the meeting has been duly organized, the presid- 
ing officer shall call on any clergyman present to open the meeting 
with prayer. After which the Moderator shall submit the articles 
contained in the warrant to the action of the meeting. 

SecT. 6. No one shall speak twice on any one subject, if any 
other citizen who has not already spoken thereon shall desire to 
speak ; nor shall any person speak more than ten minutes at one 
time, except by vote of permission. 

Sect. 7. No vote shall be reconsidered except by a two-thirds 
vote at the meeting at which it is passed. When the previous ques- 
tion is moved, if the meeting shall decide that the previous question 
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shall not be ordered, then the debate shall continue the same as if 
the previous question had not been moved. 

Secr. 8. No final action shall be taken at any meeting on the 
report of any committee previously chosen, when it involves an 
expenditure of $500 or more, unless the same shall be specially noti- 
fied in the warrant calling such meeting. 

Sect. 9. The proceedings of the meeting shall be governed by 
the rules of practice contained in Cushing’s Manual of Parliament- 
ary Law, except as modified by these By-Laws. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to immediately 
notify in writing all members of committees that may be elected or 
appointed at any town meeting, stating the business upon which they 
are to act and the names of the committee. 

Sect. 11. At each annual meeting beginning with that of 1897 
the town shall choose one Auditor, who shall be elected at each 
annual meeting of the town thereafter, whose duty it shall be to 
inspect all bills presented against the town, see that they have the 
approval of the Board or Committee contracting the same, and are 
in proper form, indicate the account to which they are chargeable, 
and, if there are available funds, shall transmit the same with his 
certificate to the Selectmen, who shall draw their warrant on the 
Town Treasurer authorizing payment thereof; examine the books of 
the Treasurer, Collector and Water Board, and all funds or trust 
funds held for the benefit of the town by town officers, and report 
at the next town meeting in detail, under their respective heads, all 
the receipts and expenditures by the town for the previous year. 
Said report, with the annual reports of the other town officers, shall 
be printed by the Selectmen, and a copy thereof left at every dwel 
ling-house in town four days, at least, before the annual meeting. 
Said Auditor shall receive for his services such compensation as the 
town shall determine. The term of the present Auditors shall ter- 
minate with the annual town meeting of 1897. 


ARTICLE Il. 
FINANCIAL. 


Section 1. The financial year of the town shall begin with the 
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first day of January in each year and end with the thirty-first day of 
December following. 

Secr. 2. No money, except State and County taxes, and princi- 
pal and interest of town notes, shall be paid from the town treasury 
without a warrant therefor, signed by the major part of the Select- 
men. 

Secr. 8. All promissory notes of the town shall be signed by the 
Treasurer and countersigned by tne Selectmen. 

Sect. 4. All taxes shall be assessed and committed to the Col- 
lector on or before the fifteeenth day of August in each year, and the 
Collector shall deliver all the tax bills within fourteen days after such 
commitment. 

Secr. 5. On the first secular day of each month, and as often as 
the amount in his hands reaches $500 or upwards, the Collector shall 
pay over to the Treasurer of the town all taxes by him collected, and 
shall, on or before the first secular day of January in each year, 
make up his annual account and render the same to the Selectmen. 

Secr. 6. The Town Treasurer shall, on the first secular day of 
January, annually render to the Selectmen, in writing, a full account 
of all his receipts and disbursements for the financial year last past. 

Secr. 7. At the conclusion of any town meeting the Town Clerk 
shall send to the Auditor a certificate stating the amounts of the 
several appropriations made by the town. 


ARTICORS 211i 


STREETS, ETC. 


SECTION 1. ‘The several streets in the town shall continue to be 
called and known by the names given to them respectively until the 
same shall be altered by vote of the town. 

Secr. 2. No person or persons shall break, or dig up, or aid in 
digging up, any part of any street, or remove any earth or gravel 
therefrom, without having first obtained a written license from the 
Selectmen for that purpose. 

Sect. 38. No person shall obstruct any street by placing therein 
any house or other building, and no person shall move or draw 
through or over any street any such house or other building; without 
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the permission or license of the Selectmen in writing for that pur- 
pose, which license shall specify the terms and conditions allowing 
such obstruction of the street; and the licensee shall fully comply 
with all said terms and conditions. 


Sect. 4. No person shall tie or fasten any horse, cattle or team 
to any tree, not his own, standing in any public highway, street or 
public place in this town, or in any way cut or mutilate such tree. 


Sect. 5. No owner or person having the care of any sheep, swine, 
horses, oxen, cows, or other grazing animals shall permit or suffer the 
same to go at large or to graze on any street, lane, common, square, 
or other public place within this town, nor permit any such animal to 
go upon any sidewalk therein. 

Secr. 6. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any pub- 
lic street or way of this town the contents of any sink, cesspool, or 
privy, nor place any rubbish or garbage in the same, except for the 
purpose of immediate removal therefrom. 

Secr. 7. No person shall make any marks, letters, or figures of 
any kind, or place any sign, advertisement or placard upon or 
against any wall, fence, post, ledge, stone, tree, building or structure 
n or upon any street in this town, without the permission of the 
owner thereof. 

Sect. 8. No person shall coast in any of the streets or public 
walks of this town, except such streets as are publicly announced as 
permitted by the Selectmen. 

Secr. 9. No person shall swim or bathe in any of the waters 
within the town so as to be exposed to the view of passengers or 
other persons in any street, Jane, alley or house within the town. 

Secr. 10. No person shall own, or keep in this town, any dog 
which by biting, barking, howling, or in any other manner, disturbs 
the peace or quiet of any neighborhood, or endangers the safety of 
any person. Whoever violates the foregoing provision shall be liable 
to a penalty of ten dollars. 


SIDEWALKS. 


Secr. 11. ‘The Selectmen are empowered so to regulate the grade, 
width, and height of the sidewalks of any street as shall in their 
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judgment be most conducive to the convenience and interests of the 
town. 


Sect. 12. No person shall drive or draw any cart, wagon, sled, 
or other vehicle (except children’s hand carriages) over or upon 
any footpath or sidewalk in the town, or permit any horse or other 
grazing animal under his care to go upon such sidewalk, or stand 
thereon. 


SEcT. 13. Three or more persons shall not stand in a group or 
near to each other on any sidewalk, in such a manner as to obstruct 
a free passage for foot passengers for a longer time than five min- 
utes, nor after a request to move on made by a constable, police 
officer, or any other officer of the town. ) 


Secr. 14. No person shall behave himself or herself in a rude or 
disorderly manner, or use any indecent, profane, or insulting lan- 
guage in any public place, or near any dwelling house, or other 
building in the town, or be or remain upon any sidewalk, or upon 
any door step, or other projection from any house or other building 
so as to annoy or disturb any person or obstruct any passage to such 
house or building. And every person so being or remaining as 
aforesaid, when ordered by any constable, police officer, town officer, 
or by the owner or occupant of any such building, shall immediately 
and peaceably depart and stay therefrom. 


Secr. 15. No person shall place any obstruction in any street, or 
on any sidewalk, and allow the same to remain there, without first 
obtaining the consent in writing of the Board of Selectmen. 


Sect. 16. Every person violating any of the provisions of any 
section of this article shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty dollars for each and every offence, to be recovered by com- 
plaint before a trial justice or district court of competent jurisdic- 
tion in the County of Middlesex. 


Secr. 17. No person shall deal in, or keep a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals, or second-hand articles 
within the limits of the town, unless licensed by the Board of 
Selectmen.

AR LICL He LV: 


TRUANT AND NEGLECTED CHILDREN. 


SecTION 1. Any minor, between the ages of seven and fifteen 
years, convicted by any court of justice having jurisdictiou of the 
case of any of the offences mentioned in Chapter 48, Sections 10 
and 12, of the Public Statutes of this Commonwealth, or any pupil 
persistently violating the reasonable rules and regulations of the 
common schools, may be committed for a term not exceeding two 
years to the “ House for the Reception, Instruction, Employment, and 
Reformation of Juvenile Offenders,” in the City of Lowell, and 
County of Middlesex, which is hereby assigned and provided pur- 
suant to Section 15 of said Chapter 48. 

Sect. 2. Any minor, between the ages of seven and sixteen 
years, convicted by any court of justice having jurisdiction of the 
case of any of the offences mentioned in Chapter 48, Sections 18 
and 20, of said Public Statutes, ‘‘may be committed for a term not 
exceeding beyond the age of twenty-one years for boys, or eighteen 
years for girls, to the institution named in the foregoing section.” 


ARTICLE SY. 


HACKNEY CARRIAGES. 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen may from time to time 
grant licenses to such persons and upon such terms as they may 
deem expedient, to set up, use, or drive hackney carriages for the 
conveyance of persons for hire from place to place within 
the town, and they may revoke such licenses at their discretion, and 
a record of all licenses so granted shall be kept by the Selectmen. 

Secr. 2. The Board of Selectmen may, when they deem it 
expedient, give notice by publication in some newspaper, or other- 
wise, to all persons interested, that on or before a given date all such 
persons must apply for a license to set up, use, or drive a hackney 
carriage or carriages as set forth in the preceding section. 

Secr. 8. No person after said given date shall set up, use, or 
drive in the town any hackney carriage, for the conveyance of per- 
sons for hire from place to place within said town, without a license 
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for such carriage from the Board of Selectmen, under a penalty not 
exceeding twenty dollars every time such carriage is used, and all 
licenses granted as aforesaid shall expire on the first day of May 
next, after the date thereof, and no license shall be sold, assigned, 
or transferred without the consent of said Board indorsed thereon. 

Sect. 4. For every license so granted the sum of one dollar shall 
be paid to the Town Treasurer for the use of the town, and no 
license so granted shall operate to relieve the licensee from any 
penalty herein prescribed against persons without a license if he 
neglects or refuses to take out and pay for his license within ten 
days after notice that the same has been granted. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Section 1. All penalties recovered for violation of any of the 
foregoing By-Laws shall be paid into the treasury of the town. 

Secr. 2. The records of the town and all important papers shall 
be kept in a fireproof safe. 


ARTICLE VII. 


These By-Laws shall take effect ten days after approval by the 
Superior Court or a justice thereof. 

All existing By-Laws are hereby repealed.

OF THE

ApoprEeD Marcu 27, 1876, anp AMENDED Marcu 4, 1901. 


The following rules, regulations and rates are adopted for the 
government of all officers, agents and water-takers authorized by an 
Act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, approved the twenty-fifth 
day of April, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-two, entitled 
“An Act to supply the Town of Winchester with pure water,” 
any Acts in addition thereto, And the Water Commissioners, elected 
by virtue of said Act, are hereby instructed to conform to and be 


and 


governed by the following rules and regulations and all amendments 
thereof; and they are also empowered to appoint a Water Registrar 
and other necessary agents and assistants, and perform all other 
duties set forth in these regulations, until the Water Board is elected 
and qualified as hereinafter provided. 

Section 1. At the annual meeting in March 1877, the town shall 
elect, by ballot, a Water Board, consisting of three legal voters, one 
of whom shall be elected for the term of three years, another shall 
be elected for two years, and another for one year; and the town 
shall annually thereafter elect, by ballot, one member of said Board 
for the term three years. 

Every member elect shall, before entering upon the duties of his 
office, make oath, in the same manner as other town officers, that he 
will faithfully and impartially discharge the duties in strict accord- 
ance with the following rules and regulations, and all amendments 
thereto that may hereafter be made by vote of the town. 
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No member shall receive any salary or other compensation for his 
Services. 

Secr. 2. When the powers of the present Water Commissioners 
shall cease, the Water Board shall have and exercise al! the powers 
vested in said Commissioners or the town, by an Act of the Legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts, approved‘the twenty-fifth day of April, in the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-two, entitled “An Act to supply 
the Town of Winchester with pure water,” and by any Acts in addi- 
tion thereto, so far as the same may be legally delegated ; and they 
shall have power to appoint necessary subordinate officers, agents, 
and assistants, and may fix their salaries or compensation, provided 
that the same shall not exceed, in the aggregate the sum appropri- 
ated by she town therefor. But all the powers mentioned in this 
section shall be subject to any limitations, restrictions, and additions 
which may be made by vote of the town at any legal meeting. 


Sect. 3. The Water Board shall, annually, on or before the first 
day of January, present to the Selectmen a report, made up to and 
including the last day of December, containing a statement of the 
condition of all the water works, and of the lands and other property 
connected therewith; also a detailed account of all receipts and 
expenditures, together with any information or suggestions which 
they may deem important; and they shall, at the same time, trans- 
mit to the town the report of the Water Registrar, mentioned in the 
following section. 


Sect. 4. The Water Registrar, under the direction of the Water 
Board, shall assess the water ratés hereinafter established ; he shall 
once in each year personally visit, or cause to be visited, the pre- 
mises of every water-taker, examine the service pipes and fixtures, 
and see that the rules and regulations are strictly complied with ; 
and he shall, annually, on or before the first day of January, present 
to the Water Board a report containing a statement of the number 
of water-takers ; the number of cases where the water has been cut 
off; the number and amount of abatements; the amount of water 
rates assessed and collected and paid over to the ‘Town ‘Treasurer ; 
he shall also perform all other duties required of him by the Water 
Board. The Water Registrar shall transmit to the Collector of Taxes 
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the bills for water rates, and the Collector shall collect and pay over 
the same to the Town Treasurer weekly. 


Secr. 5. The rent for the use of the water shall be payable to the 
Collector in advance, on the first day of January and July in- each 
year. After Jan. 1, 1877, all charges for specific supplies or for 
fractional parts of a year shall be payable in advance, and before 
the water is turned on. 

Secr. 6. In all cases of non-payment of the water rent ep sixty 
days after the same is due and payable, the Collector shall serve a 
summons at the premises of such delinquent; and unless said rent 
is paid within ten days thereafter, together with twenty-five cents 
for said summons, the Collector shall notify the Registrar, who shall 
cut off the water, and it then shall not be let on until the amount 
due, together with the twenty-five cents for the summons and two 
dollars for the shutting off and letting on is paid. The foregoing 
provisions shall apply to cases where two or more parties take water 
from the same service pipes, although one or more of them may 
have paid the proportion due from him or them. 


Sect. 7. The Water Board may make abatements in the water 
rents in such cases as they may deem right and proper; and shall 
have the right to cut off the water from any street or section after 
giving timely notice to the takers of their intention so to do. 

Sect. 8. The Water Board shall keep suitable books in which shall 
be entered the names of all persons who take the water, the kind of 
building, the name and number of the street, the nature of the use, 
the number of taps, and the amount charged ; which books shall be 
open to inspection. 

Sect. 9. If any person shall open any hydrant, or lift or remove 
the cover of the same, or make any opening or connection with any 
pipe or reservoir, or turn on or turn off the water from any pipe, 
fountain, reservoir or hydrant, except in case of fire, or by authority 
of the Water Board or Registrar, he shall be liable toa penalty of 
not less than three dollars nor more than fifty dollars. 

Secr. 10. If any person shall divert the water, or any part 
thereof, of any springs, brooks, water courses, or reservoirs belonging 
to the town, or pollute or render impure the waters contained 
therein, or destroy or injure any dam, reservoir, aqueduct, pipe 
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hydrant, or other work, he shall be prosecuted to the extent of the 
law. 

Sect. 11. The following rules shall be printed on all bills for 
water rates, and shall be considered a part of the contract with every 
person who takes the water; and every person by taking the water 
shall be considered to have expressed his assent to be bound 
thereby ; namely :— 

1. All persons taking water shall keep the service pipes within 
their premises, including the pipes to the street line, in good repair 
and protected from frost, at their own expense, and they will be held 
responsible for all damage which may result from their failure to 
do so. 

2. They shall prevent all unnecessary waste of water, and shall 
not conceal the purposes for which it is used. 

3. No alteration shall be made in any of the pipes or fixtures 
inserted by the town, except by persons authorized by the Water 
Board or Registrar, who are to be allowed to enter the premises 
supplied, to examine the fixtures, and ascertain if there is any 
unnecessary waste. 

4. No water shall be supplied to parties not entitled to the use 
of it under these regulations, unless by special written permit of 
the Water Board. 

Sect. 12. In every case of violation of any one of the rules con- 
tained in Section 11, the water shall be immediately cut off from the 
building or place where such violation occurred, although two or 
more parties may take the water through the same pipe; and shall 
not be let on except by order of the Water Board, and on the pay- 
ment of two dollars; and in case of such violation, the Water Board 
shall have the right to declare any payment made for the water by 
the person permitting such violation to be forfeited, and the same 
shall thereupon be forfeited. 

SecT. 138. The following rates shall be charged annually to the 
owners of the premises for the use of the water, the year commen- 
cing on the first day of January and ending the last day of 
December.

- BUILDING PURPOSES. 


Special rates to be made by the Water Board. 


MANUFACTURING AND OTHER PURPOSES. 


In all cases.where large quantities of water are required, and when 
meters are demanded as provided by Section 14 of these rules and 
regulations, the charge for the same shall be ascertained by meters. 

For each hundred gallons two cents, provided, however, that the 
charge shall not be less than twelve dollars for any one year, and 
provided, further, that when the water is used by any one taker 
for one year, there shall be paid to the taker during the month of 
January in the following year, rebate of ten per cent on the Dill 
paid for over 150,000 gallons, or fifteen per cent for 250,000 
gallons, or twenty-five per cent for over 500,000 gallons, or fifty 
per cent for over 1,000,000 gallons, respectively, for the year. 

Secr. 14. The Water Board may set a meter in any place they 
shall deem it for the interest of the town so to do; and any water- 
taker may demand to have a meter set on written application, and 
the payment of the manufacturer’s price of the same. 

Sect. 15. No charge shall be made for the right of any water- 
taker to insert a pipe Zo be used only in case of fire. 

Sect. 16. The Water Board may charge the Fire Department 
the sum of fifteen dollars annually for each and every hydrant estab- 
lished within the limits of the town; and for water supplied to foun- 
tains, and for other public purposes, they may charge the 
department of the government for which the water is used the same 
rates that individuals or corporations would be charged for like 
purposes. 

Secr. 17. Whenever application is made to the Water Board by 
parties who have built, or intend to build, on unaccepted streets, for 
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an extension of the water pipes, they shall refuse such application, 
unless, on an examination of the premises, it is found that the street 
is properly graded, and that the income from the use of said water 
shall not be less than five per cent per annum on the cost of said 
extension.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR 
PLUMBING. 


A biel aver, 


Section 1. The plumbing work of every building erected in the 
Town of Winchester, used as a dwelling, tenement or lodging house, 
or where persons are employed, shall be separately connected with 
the public sewer when such sewer is provided ; or if such a sewer is 
not provided, with a cess-pool constructed of such material and 
capacity as the Board of Health shall direct. . 

No plumbing shall be connected with the town sewer without the 
approval of the Board of Health, and all plumbing work required 
must conform to the regulations relating thereto. 

No rain conductors, surface or ground water drainage shall be 
connected with plumbing or drainage pipes which discharge into the 
public sewer or into cess-pools. | 

Wherever there is a public sewer with which the sewerage system 
of a building is to be connected, the owner or agent shall, before 
determining the position of the main house sewer, obtain from the 
Sewer Commissioners the location of the sewer branch which is to 
serve that building and said connection made in conformity to the 
rules of said Commissioners. 

No sewer from any building shall pass under another building ; 
neither shall said sewer pass within five feet of the outside wall of 
any building, unless it be of extra heavy cast iron pipe, having its 
joints made with molten lead, thoroughly calked and tested. 

No person shall discharge any stall drainage, or any contents of 
any privy vault, manure pit or carriage wash into the public sewer, 
except through an intervening catch-basin, the outlet pipe of which 
shall be high enough above the bottom to prevent any but liquid 
contents from passing into the sewer. A sufficient trap shall be 
placed in every drain connecting such catch-basin with a sewer. 
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QUALIFICATIONS OF PLUMBERS. 


-Secr. 2. No person shall engage in, or work at the business of 
plumbing in the Town of Winchester, either as a master or employ- 
ing plumber, unless he has some recognized place of business in this 
or some other town or city in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
and is duly licensed or certified to as such, in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 455 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1894. 

Licensed master and journeymen plumbers shall be required to 
renew their licenses annually. (n this town the time of renewal 
shall be in July of each year, at the office of the Board of Health. 

Certified plumbers shall also submit their certificate for registra- 
tion at the office of the Board annually in July. 

Plumbers shall at all times be prepared to exhibit or produce their 
license or certificate cards, whenever called upon by the inspector of 
plumbing. 


APPLICATION FOR PERMITS. 


Secr. 8 Every plumber, before doing any work in a building, 
shall, except in case of repairs of leaks, file at the office of the Board 
of Health, upon blanks furnished for the purpose, an application for 
a permit to do such work. Such application shall describe in detail 
the material and style of fixture proposed to be used, and a sketch 
of the pipes in position, and no work shall be commenced in any 
building until the same is approved by the Inspector of Plumbing 
and a permit issued therefor. 

Applications shall be signed by the plumber. 


INSPECTION AND TESTING. 


Sect. 4. No sewer, soil, waste or vent pipes shall be covered, or 
concealed from view until properly tested by the plumber in the 
presence and to the satisfaction of the Inspector of Plumbing, who 
shall examine the same within two working days after notice that 
they are ready for inspection. Wherever, in the opinion of the 
Inspector of Plumbing, it is practicable, the soil, waste and vent 
pipes inside of the building must either be exposed to view, or the 
plumber will be required to arrange with a carpenter or builder so 
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that the pipes may be covered with suitable removable casings or 
covers in order that said pipes may be readily inspected at all times 
without injury to the walls or floors of the building. 


The water test shall be used on all new work, and on such old 
work as may be required by the Inspector.. When the test is applied, 
all iron pipe joints, and connections of lead and brass with the iron 
must be completed from the roof down to a point eight feet outside 
of foundation wall. 


All iron hangers, clamps and necessary supports must also be in 
position, and the pipes filled with water to the height required by the 
Inspector. 


If, in the opinion of the Inspector of Plumbing, a water test is not 
practicable the plumber shall in the presence of said Inspector apply 
a smoke, peppermint or such other test as the Inspector may 
require. 

If, at the time of testing and examination, any leaks, defective or. 
patched materials, improper connections, or evidence of unskilled or 
inferior workmanship be found, the same shall be condemned by the 
Inspector, and ordered by him to be corrected or removed, and no 
further progress shall be allowed on the work until the same is done 
and test renewed. | 


Should the plumber fail, for a period of two days, to remedy any 
‘defects that may have been pointed out to him by the Inspector, he 
shall not be granted any further permits until action is taken by the 
Board of Health. 


MATERIAL AND-SIZE OF PIPE. 


Sect. 5. That portion of the house sewer which is inside the 
walls of the building, and that portion which is outside the building 
but within eight feet of the foundation wall, shall be of cast iron 
pipe except that lead or brass pipes may be used for short connec- 
tions. 

Such cast iron pipes and fittings, whether used for soil, waste or 
vent pipes, shall be plain “ extra heavy”’ cast iron, and till after the 
water test is applied, shall be free from paint, tar or other coating, 
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and shall be of uniform thickness, free from defects and shall have 
an average weight of not less than below specified :— 


2-inch pipe, 54 lbs. per foot. 
3-inch pipe, 94 Ibs. per foot. 
4-inch pipe, 15 Ibs. per foot. 
5-inch pipe, 17 lbs. per foot. 
6-inch pipe, 20 Ibs. per foot. 


Wrought iron soil or waste pipes can only be used by written per- 
mission from the Board of Health and under such conditions as that 
Board may direct. 

If wrought iron vent pipes be used, they must be galvanized. 


CONSTRUCTION, ETC. 


Srcr. 6. ‘The house sewer, soil and waste pipes shall have a fall 
towards their outlets, of at least } inch to a foot. They shall be 
securely suspended from floor timbers by strong wrought iron hang- 
ers, or properly fastened to walls by heavy iron clamps, or dogs, or 
supported by brick piers laid on solid stone or ground foundation, 
and graded in a proper manner. 

Drain pipes shall be carried upwards as directly as practicable of 
undiminished diameter and shall be of not less than four-inch bore 
where they pass through the roof. ‘These pipes shall be left open at 
the top (uncapped, but may be provided with wire cages) and car- 
ried to a height not less than two feet above the roof, and not less 
than five feet above the top of windows and openings into any 
building within fifteen feet of such pipe. 


FITTINGS. 


Changes in direction of all iron, sewer, soil or waste pipes shall be 
made with full Y branches and eighth bends, or other easily curved 
fittings. The ordinary short quarter bend shall not be used at foot 
of vertical stacks or on horizontal runs. 

All branch connections on horizontal pipes shall be made through 
full Y branches, but Ts may be used for vent pipes. Extra heavy 
brass fittings, approved by the Inspector, shall be used in all cases 
for lead and iron connections and cleanouts. 
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CLEANOUTS. 


{very house sewer, soil or waste pipe shall have accessible heavy 
brass cleanouts at such points as the Inspector shall deem necessary. 
A main heavy brass cleanout shall be provided at every building out- 
side of the main running trap and in as direct line as possible with 
the street sewer connections. ‘This main cleanout must be at al] 
times accessible and so located as to allow the introduction of one- 
inch sectional rods, four feet in length, coupled together so as to 
reach the public sewer or cess-pool. Brass screw cleanouts to have 
gaskets of lamp wicking and tallow. 

JOINTS. 

Joints on all cast iron pipes shall be made with oakum and soft 
molten lead thoroughly caulked and left clean, without paint, putty 
or cement until approved by the Inspector. After the Inspector has 
approved the work the joints may be painted but no putty or cement 
shall at any time be used on the joints. Joints in galvanized iron 
vent and in brass waste and vent pipes shall be made with red lead 
and carefully screwed together. No unions or “slip’’ joints shall be 
used in connection with the waste or vent pipes on the sewer side of 
the traps. 

Joints on lead waste or vent pipes, or on lead connecting with 
brass fittings, shall be ‘ wiped joints”? full sized in all cases. No 
cup, wiped cup, overcast or other such joints will be allowed on the 
sewer side of traps, or on the fixture side unless exposed to view. 

All connections of lead with cast iron pipes shall be made with 
extra heavy brass ferrules, properly caulked into the iron hub, or 
with heavy brass socket nipples, into which the spigot end of the 
iron pipe shall be caulked as in the joints of iron pipes. 

All connections of lead with galvanized wrought iron vents shail be 
made with heavy brass screw soldering nipples wiped to lead and 
screwed into fitting of wrought iron pipe. 


DRIP AND OVERFLOW WAS'ES. 


All drip or overflow pipes from tanks, coolers, safes or fixtures 
shall be carried to some open sink or place where they may be at all 
times visible. 
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Waste pipes from refrigerators or other receptacles for the storage 
of food or provisions shall not be connected with the sewerage sys- 
tem without permission of the Board of Health. 

No steam exhaust, blow off or drip pipe shall connect with the 
house sewer, soil, waste or vent pipe. Such pipes shall discharge 
into a suitable tank or condenser from which a proper outlet shall 
be provided. 


TRAP, WASTE AND FRESH AIR INLET PIPES. 


Sect. 7. The house sewer shall in all cases, whether connected 
with cess-pool or public sewer, be provided with a running trap of 
the same size as the said house sewer, located beyond all house con- 
nections, which trap will be provided with an accessible heavy brass 
cleanout and located either outside or inside the foundation walls 
of the building. If outside a man-hole must be provided for the 
running trap. Fresh air inlets, if used, shall not be less than four 
inches internal diameter, entering the house sewer between the run- 
ning trap (and as near as possible to said trap but not on the trap 
itself) and all house connections. Unless the running trap is located 
in a man-hole outside of the house, and an “‘indirect’’ fresh-air inlet, 
is provided for the same, in accordance with plan on file at office of 
Board of Health, said fresh-air inlet must be at least twenty feet in 
length. The open end of the fresh-air inlet must terminate in 
external air, and as remote as practicable (not less than ten feet) 
from all doors, windows and cold air intakes of heating or ventilat- 
ing apparatus. 

Every sink, basin, bath-tub, slop hopper, water-closet, set of trays, 
or other fixtures, shall be furnished with a suitable and separate trap, 
placed as near as practicable to the fixture it serves, except that if 


a sink and set of trays ora basin and bath-tub are close together and | 


the waste pipes from fixtures to trap do not exceed thirty inches in 
length from each fixture, and are independently connected with the 
trap, then one five-inch round trap placed between them may be 
used for both fixtures. 


Traps for all fixtures except water-closets shall have cleanout 
screws either on the side or bottom, so.as to be under the water 


” 
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seal. Bath-tub traps placed between ceilings and floors must be. 
provided with an accessible proper safe placed beneath them. 

A suitable independently ventilated grease trap shall be provided 
for the sink of every hotel, restaurant, eating house, boarding house 
or other public cooking establishment and for such other places as 
may be required by the Board of Health. 


SOIL AND WASTE PIPES. 


Soil pipes from water closets shall not be of less than four inches 
internal diameter. Waste pipes. from the traps of fixtures such as 
sinks, basins, baths or wash trays shall be of two-inch cast iron with 
short connections of lead. Such connections shall not be of less than 
one and one-quarter inch bore, and must not be branched into each 
other, but shall be separately connected with the iron pipe. 

Waste pipes from the traps of sinks and wash trays sha!l not be 
connected with the bends or traps of water closets, but the waste 
pipe from ove trap which serves fora bath tub or basin, (or both, 
where they adjoin,) may be connected with a lead bend fixed below 
any floor for water closet connections, and no other waste pipe will 
be allowed to enter or connect with such bends. 


AIR AND VENT PIPES. 


All fixture traps shall be protected from siphonage or air pressure 
by special cast iron, galvanized wrought iron, lead or brass air pipes 
of a size not less than the outlets of said traps, except that for water 
closet traps, they shall not be less than two-inch bore for thirty feet 
or less, and not less than three-inch bore for more than thirty feet, 
to run from the crown of the trap or from the top of the lead bend 
below water closet trap. 

These special pipes shall be run as direct as possible and upwards 
through the roof, or to the main line of soil pipe above all fixtures. 
If air pipes are carried through the roof they must be of not less than 
four-inch bore from underside of roof, and treated the same as pro- 
vided for upper end of drain pipes under Section 6. 

The trap for the upper fixture on a line of soil or waste pipe (if 
within two feet of the stack in a horizontal line) shall not require a 
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special air pipe, unless the outlet should be branched into a stack 
more than six inches below the water line of the trap. 


“Bow” venting will not be allowed except by special permission 
of the Board of Health and the Plumbing Inspector, in which case 
the “bow” must be run fullsize of pipe as high as the top of the 
fixture and return without being trapped. 


Air pipes of less than two-inch bore shall be increased to that 
size if run beyond twenty feet. 


Lead pipes, when used for air pipes, shall not be run behind walls, 
sheathing, casings, under floors or other places not fully exposed to 
view at all times. 


WATER CLOSETS. 


Sec. 8. Water closets shall be of a pattern satisfactory to the 
Board of Health, and shall be supplied with water from a tank hold- 
ing at least six gallons, and through a flushing pipe of not less than 
one and one-quarter inch bore. 


A line of water closets adjoining each other on the same floor may 
be supplied from one tank of sufficient capacity to hold six gallons 
of water for each closet it serves. “Flushometer’” type of closets may 
be used with one tank in attic if satisfactory to the Board of Health. 


Water closets situated in places exposed to action of frost may 
be so arranged as to be supplied with water directly from the main, 
but in all such cases the fixture must be such as shall meet the ap- 
proval of the Board of Health. 


No water closet shall be placed in an apartment that has not suffi- 
cient light and an opening of at least two square feet to the ex- 
ternal air, unless there is a suitable duct or pipe leading to a heated 
flue. 

Porcelain trap water closets in which the connection between the 
porcelain trap and lead bend is on the sewer side of fixture trap 
shall have a cast brass floor place properly soldered to the bend. 
The flange of the water closet shall be securely bolted to the floor 
plate, and the joint made tight with grafting wax, or other substance 
satisfactory to the Inspector of Plumbing. 
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DEFECTIVE PLUMBING, ETC. 


Secr. 9. These regulations shall apply to all new plumbing work 
hereafter constructed in the town. Alterations made in plumbing 
already in use must, in the future, be in accord with these regula- 
tions, and such alterations will be ordered by the Board of Health 
whenever in their opinion they judge it necessary for the public 
health and safety. It will be so judged when after examination by 
the Inspector any old plumbing work is found to be defective. 

In such case the inspector shall report to the Board of Health the 
nature of the defects and furnish the owner with a copy of the 
same. Should the owner neglect to remedy the defect pointed out 
in such report within the time specified, the Board shall set time for 
a hearing, and give the owner at least three day’s notice thereof, 
that he may attend and show cause why he should not be required 
to make the alterations. After such hearing the Board will take 
definite action in the matter. 

When buildings, which formerly connected with vaults or cess- 
pools, are connected with the sewer, the old connection shall be 
uncovered ouézide of the building, a section of same removed and 
the ends solidly cemented. 

The vaults and cesspools shall also be discontinued and emptied 
within one month after the sewer connection is made and then filled 
with proper material. 


PENALTY. 


SecT. 10. Whoever violates any of the foregoing rules shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding /i/ty Dollars for each and every 
violation thereof.

A notice in writing to the Board of Selectmen from the owners of 
any property aggrieved by the character of the dumpage or drain- 
age being deposited. on said owner’s land, or a notice from not less 
five citizens calling attention to undesirable dumping in any part of 
Winchester, shall be conclusive evidence to said Board that the matter 
demands their immediate attention. Whatever expense is incurred 
in enforcing the instructions contained in this vote shall be charged 
to the appropriation for highways and bridges. 


Voted, that the Auditor be authorized to transfer from abatement 
of taxes account to Metropolitan park tax, the sum of $5271.47, for 
the purpose of paying the Metropolitan park tax when called for by 
the ‘Treasurer of the Commonwealth.

FIFTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


During the year, the highways and bridges have been under the 
care of Henry A. Spates, who was elected Superintendent of Streets 
at the beginning of the year. His work speaks for itself both in 
quantity and quality. In general we can report that our streets 
were never in as good order and condition as at the present time. 
Liberal appropriations for highways for a few more years will put our 
streets in first class condition, superior to the highways in neighbor- 
ing towns and cities. During the past year much of the time of the 
highway department has been spent in repairing streets instead of in 
the construction of new streets as has been the case for the past few 
years. ‘The repairs on Main street from the centre of the town to 
Symmes’ Corner were made necessary by the regrading of this part 
of the street to meet the new level of the railway tracks put in early 
in the year. ‘This work was practically rebuilding and it has cost the 
town more than was estimated at the beginning of the year. 

We would specially recommend that during the coming year, 
Forest and Washington streets be macadamized or put in permanent 
first-class condition, Church and Swanton streets completed and all 
side hill streets on the East side of the town, which are not macada- 
mized, permanently improved so as to withstand the wash of storms ; 
it will not be necessary to cover these streets with great thickness of 
stone as they do not wear as much from use as from the wash by 
storms, and the sooner all the side streets are put in good permanent 
order, the more economical it will be for the town to maintain them. 
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The road beds of many of the side hill streets have been washed out 
the past year by severe storms, and their frequent repairing, as_ well 
ae the constant repairing of the streets having gravel road beds, adds 
much to the cost of maintenance of these roads. 

We would recommend an appropriation of $20,000 for the ensuing 
year. 


SipE WALKS. 


The side walks on the principal streets of the town are in good 
order, but as much cannot be said of the side walks on many of the 
side streets, and it is true that the side walks away from the centre 
of the town are not in as good order as the streets. We would 
recommend a special appropriation of $500 for side walk improve- 
ments. 

Reference to the Superintendent of Streets’ report will show where 
most of the side walk work has been done during the past pear. A 
long delay in receiving the curb-stones for the new side walk oppo- 
site the Whitney property on Walnut street prevented the concret- 
ing of the side walk before the close of the season, but this will be 
done early in the spring. By an arrangement made with the Metro- 
politan Park Commissioners and the Whitney Estate, the cost of 
this improvement has been borne in a large measure by the state, 
which has been very liberal in its dealings with the town in this 
matter. 


BACON SrREET BRIDGE. 


The town has the care of the bridge crossing the stream on Bacon 
street, though a county bridge, and it would seem to be good policy for 
the town to cooperate more effectively with the county than heretofore, 
and have this bridge rebuilt in first-class manner. ‘The County 
Commissioners representing the County, agreed some years ago to 
act In conjunction with the officers of the town and state in relation 
to this bridge, and the arrangement then proposed should now be 
carried out if possible with such modifications as may seem proper. 
The Bacon street bridge under certain conditions of floating ice and 
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high water may collapse at its north end, thereby causing consider- 
able damage and expense to the town. We consider it our duty to 
report these facts to the citizens of the town for their consideration 
and would recommend that if anything is done on this bridge during 
the year, a special appropriation be made therefor, or the County 
Commissioners be requested to rebuild the same, charging the 
town’s proportion of the expensé to the town next year. 

The Walnut street bridge has been put in good order during the 
past year at an expense of $637.37. We do not think it good 
policy for the town to extensively repair this bridge again as a 
wooden bridge. Its chronic condition of being always out of order 
demonstrates the fact, that it should be replaced with a stone struc- 
ture, both more in keeping with parkway surroundings, and more 
economical for the town to keep in repair. The location of this 
bridge, its importance to the state and town and the neighboring 
property, make it evident that it should be rebuilt by the joint action 
of these parties if possible at an early date. 


PROPOSED STREET OR BRIDGE ACROSS THE POND 10 SWANTON STREET. 


The Board of Selectmen with three additional citizens as a special 
committee appointed by the town, have carefully considered the 
subject matter of a proposed new street or bridge across the pond. 
The committee has made a careful study of the situation considering 
both the expense of gravel filling with either one or two bridges, and 
a pile bridge. The conclusion arrived at by the committee, one 
member dissenting, is, that owing to the great expense of building 
and maintaining either a gravel road or a bridge, it is not expedient 
to build either at the present time. In this connection the attention 
of the citizens is called to the report of the Town Engineer, Elmer 
D. Fletcher, giving details as to the cost of the proposed street or 
bridge. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE OF CHURCH AND OTHER STREETS. 


In connection with surface drainage problems, we report that the 
surface drainage of our streets is defective in many parts of the town, 
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in some instances owners of land have objected to the water from 
the street draining over their land. 

The question of the surface drainage of Church street has pre- 
vented the completion of the macadamizing of the whole road bed 
of that street. At the request of the Board, the Town Engineer has 
prepared drainage plans for the section of territory included in the 
whole or parts of Church, La Grange, Bacon, Fletcher and other 
streets. If the town adopts the findings of the engineer as set forth 
in the report on the subject, we would recommend that the expense 
as there estimated be met by a special issue of bonds. 


New Town STABLE. 


We report that the old town stable building, a second hand build- 
ing when moved upon the town lot, is in such condition that it will 
have to be torn down and a new one built at a very early day. We 
would recommend that the whole lot now used by the fire depart- 
ment and the highway department be hereafter used wholly by the 
highway department, as it is better fitted for the use of the highway 
department than of the fire department, and that a new location be 
found for the fire department. We report these facts to the town 
for their consideration and recommend that a new stable be built. 


STREET SIGNS AND NUMBERING STREETS. 


During the year, many new signs have been placed on the streets: 
and some of the old signs repainted and repaired. In replacing old 
signs with new ones we have followed a design which we trust meets 
the approval of the citizens. 

Some of the new streets in town need numbering and a few old 
streets should be renumbered. ‘This has heretofore been done by 
the town under a plan recommended by an expert employed when 
free delivery was first inaugurated. ‘This plan should be continued 
in numbering new streets, thus allowing for the building on vacant 
lots. We think a small appropriation of $150 should be made for 
the special purpose of supplying street signs and numbering streets. 
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New STREETS ACCEPTED By THE TOwN DuRING THE YEAR. 


Lebanon street. 

Yale street. 

Walnut street. 

The petitioners asking that Mason street, Valley Road, Maple 
Road, Woodside Road, Fells Road, lloyd street and Maxwell Road, 
be laid out as town ways, were given leave to withdraw, as in each 
instance the streets asked for were not in the judgment of the Board 
so built and constructed as to justify the Board in recommending 
their acceptance by the town. 


STREET JZIGHTS. 


During the year we have caused all incandescent electric lights to 
be removed from Main street and arc lights substituted therefor. With 
this improvement, the town is better lighted than heretofore. 

There are now in use by the town 202 incandescent, 40 arc, and 
three Welsbach lights. 

We do not think the town can be too well lighted and would 
recommend an increase over last year’s appropriation for lighting. 


Town HALL. 


The Town Hall and grounds have been kept in good order under 
the direction of Janitor R. Sumner Carr. Until new quarters can 
be found for the Library we recommend no change in the present 
occupancy of offices in the Town building. More office room is 
much needed, however. The plan room and ‘Town Engineer’s office 
built in the basement of the Town building, pursuant to vote of the 
‘Town, has made a great improvement over former conditions. ‘The 
town plans are now kept in one place, are safe from destruction by 
fire, and are under the charge of Town Engineer Elmer D. Fletcher, 
who was selected to do this by this Board, acting jointly with the 
Sewer Commissioners, Cemetery Commissioners, Park Commission- 
ers and Assessors, according to vote of the Town passed at the last 
annual Town Meeting. 
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Several times during the past year, we have had our attention 
called to the defective electric wiring in the Town Hall. The Wo- 
burn Electric Light Company, the insurance underwriters, and 
others, have insisted that the wiring was dangerous and liable to 
cause fire at any time. We have had an expert investigate and re- 
port on the matter, and subsequently followed out his recommenda- 
tions at an expense of about $425. The report of the expert to the 
Board of Selectmen is as follows: 


GENTLEMEN :—In compliance with your request, I beg to say that I have ex- 
amined the wiring of the Town Hall, and will report as follows: 


It is my understanding that about three years ago the existing wiring was gone 
over, the wooden cleats and rosettes were removed and other changes made, so 
that on a casual inspection the wiring would appear to be in an excellent condi- 
tion. The wiring, however, which is in sight is by no means dangerous; short 
circuits and subsequent fires result in nearly every case from concealed work. As 
far as I.am able to determine without removing the floors, etc., there were no 
changes made in the concealed wiring, and there is no question but that it is in 
such a condition that it will not meet the requirements of the underwriters, and 
probably would cause serious trouble at some time in the future. 


I also find that within a year the wiring in the vicjnity of the stage and over 
the 1nain auditorium has been renovated and is now in excellent condition. There 
can be no criticism passed by the inspectors on this work. ‘There is, however, a 
considerable amount of work in sight which is not satisfactory. 


The cut-outs above the chandelier, over the stack-room and the library, are 
not properly wired and should be immediately renovated. The fixtures in al! 
of the offices are provided with cut-outs which are not protected, and which are 
a constant source of menace, inasmuch as they are liable to cause a short cir- 
buit if the canopies should by chance be pushed against them. Some means 
should be taken at once to remove these, inspect the wiring of the fixtures, re- 
move what grounds, if any, from these, and replace what sockets are worn out or 
defective. ‘ 

The wiring in the stack-room and the library is extremely bad. The wires are 
not brought properly through the floor, and consist of lamp cord run around be- 
hind the books of knobs, Is these should become abraded a serious fire might 
ensue. 

There are numerous places in the cellar where the wires are not properly 
bushed. | 

The wires to the side lights in the large and small halls are run inside the 
moulding and are not according to the requirements of the underwriters. These 
should be rewired. 
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The wiring in the ladies’ dressing room and the coat room above it is very bad; 
in fact, in many cases it runs beside the gas pipe, which is distinctly against all 
rules and good practice. 

The wiring in the police department is not satisfactory; too small wires have 
been used in certain cases, and the wires are not properly bushed on going 
through the partitions. 

The wiring in the store-room near the box office is bad, old wooden cleats 
being still in use. This should be remedied. 

The wiring under the floor in the Grand Army hall is undoubtedly very bad. 
Here is the main distributiag point for the building, and this floor should be 


taken up in places and the wiring inspected. 
; H. W. BROWN. 


We recommend that for the coming year the appropriation should 
be made large enough to keep the building in first class condition, 
and therefore recommend an appropriation of $1800 for the ensuing 
year. 


POLICE. 


William R. McIntosh was appointed by the Board Chief of Police 
and he has done faithful service in that position. Harmony has ex- 
isted in the police department throughout the year, the Chief and 
the patrolmen working together for the best interests of the Town, 
and by their efforts good order, as a rule has prevailed in Town. 
We recommend an appropriation of $4500 for the Police Depart- 
ment. 


PERAMBULATING ‘Own Bounps. 


As required by statute, we have perambulated town bounds be- 
tween neighboring towns and cities during the past year. We re- 
port all the bounds in good order except one between Arlington 
and Winchester, on the westerly shore of Mystic Lake, on the 
Langley Estate. ‘This stone will be put in place in the spring 
when the weather permits.

ENGINEER’S REPORT OF STREET 
ACROSS THE POND. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN :—I have taken soundings about 100 feet apart over 
the proposed route finding the mud to be from 18 feet to 40 feet, 
(40 feet being the greatest depth sounded) but at this greatest depth 
no gravel was struck. 


From these soundings it will be seen that the bottom is very irreg- 
ular, that is, the gravel bed. 


There are layers of hard material of some kind at intervals, and 
between which the material is very soft. 


There is no doubt but what the filling would settle very unevenly 
for a number of years, and it is difficult to arrive at a close estimate 
of the amount of filling required to bring this to an even grade. I 
have estimated 60,000 cubic yards, assuming that the filling would 
settle to the settling Jine shown on plans. 


This amount is for a thirty-foot street to be about four feet above 
the normal height of the pond. 


I have endeavored to obtain information of the Boston & Maine 
R. R. engineers to ascertain the amount of filling required to con- 
struct their road bed across the pond, but they have no data relating 
to the same. 


The following is the estimated cost of filling, bridges, fencing, etc., 
but does not include land damages.

Plans and specifications for a pile bridge have been prepared— 
three constructors submitting bids on same—according to plans 
prepared by myself. A plan was furnished by Mr. J. T. Scully & 
Bro., and he submitted a bid on same.

The plans call fora road bed of 18 feet and one six-foot sidewalk, 
the approximate length of the bridge being 1250 feet. 

In my judgment the Town should not build a bridge unless of the 
very best material throughout, and the work should have constant 
inspection during construction. 

Information as to the cost of maintaining the flooring of highway 
bridges has been furnished me by the Boston & Maine R. R. Co., 
and according to their figures it would cost 24 cents per square foot 
per year, and as this bridge would have an approximate area of 
37,500 feet it would cost the town $796.00 per year to maintain the 
flooring alone. } 

In my opinion a pile bridge would be much more expensive in 
the end than to build a gravel road as at the best, piling exposed as 
this would be is short lived.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN ENGINEER. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN— The office of ‘Town Engineer was created by a vote 
of the town at the last annual Town Meeting. 

At a joint meeting of the several town departments, called for the 
purpose, I was elected to the office and herewith submit my report 
for the year ending Dec. 31, 1901. ; 


ORGANIZATION OF OFFICE. 


The organization and equipment of this department was very 
much aided by what had already been accomplished by the Sewer 
Department, which had purchased surveying instruments, some office 
tools and furniture, all of which were turned over to the general en- 
gineering department. ‘There are some tools and instruments that 
should be purchased to complete the office equipment. 

One of my first duties was to fit up the new office in the base- 
ment of the Town Hall Building, and the construction of a vault for 
the safe storage of the plans, note books, etc., connected with this 
department. The brick work of this vault was done by employees of 
the Sewer Department, and the iron doors were furnished and set up 
by the Damon Safe Co. ; the cost of same was well within the appro- 
priation made therefor. 


PLANS. 


All of the several town departments with the exception of the As- 
sessors, have turned their plans over to this department. The 
plans that are now in the vault have been partially indexed and 
the balance will be carefully examined, repaired if necessary, and 
put into form for ready reference. 
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Some of the plans, which were formerly in the possession of the 
town, are now missing, and when my investigations are complete I 
will furnish you with a list of the same, so that new ones may be 
obtained, so far as possible to complete the records. 

In this connection it seems to me that if a special effort were 
made to induce any who may have plans belonging to the town (or 
who have plans of ]and in the town) to deposit the same with this 
deparment; it might be of great value and assistance in completing 
our records. 

This might be done by advertising in the local papers, as has been 
done in other places. 

I have made a rule that original plans shall not be taken from the 
engineer’s office except upon a written request of the Selectmen. 


DutTIES IN GENERAL. 


I do not understand that you wish a detailed statement of all the 
work that has come under my direction. 

I have done work for the Selectmen, Sewer, Water, Cemetery, 
School, Park and Tree Warden Departments, and for special 
committees. 

While the greater part of my time has been given to the construc- 
of sewers, yet considerable time was required on special studies, such 
as Church street drainage system, (for which I have prepared a special 
report) and the road across Aberjona pond. Soundings were taken over 
a route from Winchester place to Spruce street, and an estimate made 
of amount of filling required and cost of same, to include bridges. 
An estimate has been also made of the cost of a pile bridge to in 
clude the cost of maintaining same, all of which I have submitted 
in a separate report to you, and will not repeat the same here. 

Lines and grades for streets, curbs, drains, have been given 
whenever requested. 

A very little work has been done on street numbering, and I 
would beg to say that whenever new streets were numbered, or in 
fact any street, a plan should be made to show how it was to be done, 
and the town would have a record of the same. 
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ASSESSMENT PLANS. 


I respectfully submit that the Board of Assessors, in order to 
properly perform their duties, should be furnished with a set of 
plans, which shall clearly show the location of every lot in town, and 
I doubt not that the cost of preparing said plans would be saved 
many times over by the increase in taxes obtained by land not now 
assessed. 

This has been the case in other places and I know of no reason 
why Winchester should be an exception. 


SURFACE WATER DRAINAGE. 


The matter of surface water drainage is one of the most important 
questions which now comes before the town. 

In the past this matter has generally either been entirely neglected 
or a “make-shift’’ arrangement provided one year, to be replaced the 
next year by one but little better. In some cases the town has spent 
a great deal of money in the construction of drains which are now 
found to be inadequate. 

The reason for this failure is the lack of a plan of surface water 
drainage properly calculated (but not guessed at) to do the required 
work. | | 

I would advise that a proper plan of surface drainage be prepared 
and a system carefully worked up as was done when the sewerage 
system was designed. A large part of the information is already in 
this office and would form a fine basis on which to start. 

I will not mention the places that need immediate attention, as 
you probably have them in mind. 


STONE BOUNDS. 


On a number of occasions I have been called upon to determine 
street lines where the stone bounds are missing ; on others the bounds 
have been covered up with concrete or disturbed by being broken 
off. I would advise that all of the streets have their lines defined 
by suitable, accessible stone bounds, and no stone bound should be 
interfered with until the engineer is notified. 


STREET DESCRIPTIONS. 


The records of some of the old streets are so incomplete and in- 
definite that they cannot be accurately determined, and new descrip- 
tions should be supplied for these streets. 


BRIDGES. 


The bridges of the town I think are in fairly good condition with 
the exception of the river bridge on Bacon street. I have examined 
this bridge and it is evident that the centre piers have settled and the 
up stream ends are in a very bad condition, and the retaining walls 
are liable to give way at any time. In my opinion some action 
should be taken towards putting this bridgein a more substantial 
condition. 

More might be said on different matters but I will not take space 
at this time. . ; 

I beg to thank you for the confidence placed in me at all times 
during the year and to express through your board to the other de- 
partments the same gratitude.

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ENGINEER’S REPORT ON CHURCH - 
STREET DRAINAGE. 


WINCHESTER, Dec. 9, 1901. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen : 


GENTLEMEN :—In compliance with your request to consider and 
report to your Board concerning the matter of surface water drain- 
age in the vicinity of Church street, Fletcher street and Wedgemere 
ave., I respectfully submit the following : 


REPORT. 


Present Conditions. 


(1) CampripGE STREET OvutraLyt. The surface water from 
the territory west of Cambridge street aud north of High street is 
now cared for by a stone culvert, which runs diagonally across the 
Bartlett estate and discharges into an open ditch (in the Abijah 
Thompson estate) at a point about 250 feet south of Church street. 


(2) WEDGEMERE AVENUE OutraLL. ‘The surface water from the 
territory bounded by Cambridge street, Yale street, Foxcroft road 
and Church street (shown as “Area A’’ in annexed plan) is now par- 
tially collected in two catch basins located at corners of Church street 
and Wedgemere avenue, and thence discharged through a 16-inch 
earthen-ware pipe upon the Thompson estate. 


(8) THe Oxrorp Srreer OutraLt. The area on both sides 
of Oxford street between Church street and Foxcroft road (area B 
on plan) now drains to a catch basin in Church street, in front of the 
Wyman school house which formerly discharged into the old Middle- 
sex canal south of Church street, but this water proving a nuisance 
to abutting property, the town was forbidden to continue the same, 
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and the Selectmen purchased temporary permission to lay a wooden 
box culvert through the canal and to conduct the water to a point 
about 400 feet from Church street where it discharges upon private 
property. 


(4) THE FLETCHER STREET OuTFaLL. ‘The area “C’’ on plan 
comprises the Jand on either side of Cabot street and the westerly 
end of Fletcher street. [he water from this section formerly ran to 
the low point on Fletcher street (about 100 feet north of Church 
street) whence it ran into the canal on both sides of Fletcher street 
and soaked away, evaporated, or became stagnant. 

The filling in of the canal and the utilization of the land for 
building sites, has closed these outlets, and at present there is no 
provision for this water. 


(5) La Grance Srreer. This street is practically level its 
entire length and no provision was ever made for the care of the 
surface water. To regrade the street so as to carry the water on 
the surface would damage abutting estates. A more economical way 
would be to care for this water by underground drainage to dis- 
charge into the proposed Church street drain at the junction of 
Church and Bacon streets. 


If the Church street drain is constructed with proper catch basins, 
the disagreeable, if not dangerous, gutters across intersecting streets 
may be done away with. 


From the foregoing statement of existing conditions it will be 
seen that at present the Town has no permanent rights of drainage 
for the disposal of the surface water for the area between Cam- 
bridge and Fletcher streets and north of Church street. The dis- 
charging of the street wash upon private property cannot long con- 
_ tinue and some permanent drainage should be obtained for this sec- 
tion of the town. 

It seems to me that the consideration of only a part of this terri- 
tory would be unwise unless it took into account the future as well 
as the present needs of the whole tract. With this end in view I 
have carefully estimated the amount of water which will reach the 
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different sections of the drain and have calculated the proper sizes 
to carry off the water. 

The natural slope of areas under consideration is in a general way 
toward Mystic Lake, and after a careful examination of the various 
routes suggested for an outfall drain, I would recommend that the 
surface water be collected through proper catch basins and dis- 
charged with a main drain in Church street which shall run to the 
junction of Church street and Glen road, thence the pipe shall run 
down Glen road for a distance of about 400 feet where it shall dis- 
charge into an open ditch. For the present, that the water be con- 
ducted through a properly paved open ditch from this point to Mys- 
tic Lake. At crossing of Glen road and Mystic avenue the existing 
culverts will have to be enlarged. 


The route for the proposed open ditch across private property 
from Glen road to Everett avenue is parallel to and adjacent to the 
right of way obtained by the Sewer Commissioners for the laying of 
the West Side Outfall Sewer. Probably sometime in the .future a 
street will be laid out over these locations and the drain will then be 
as it should be, in a public way. 


At the request of your Board I have made estimates for the cost 
of constructing the drains over two routes—one by way of Gien road 
from Church street, and the other entirely through private property 
from Church street. 


The owners of estates on Glen road have asked the town to ac- 
cept that street as a town way, and if this be done the town will not 
have to obtain ‘drainage rights” through this street. I have made 
no estimate of the cost for obtaining drainage rights of way from 
Glen road to Mystic Lake. 

Since making these estimates the price of vitrified pipe has ad- 
vanced——considerably. As for example—300 feet of 24-inch pipe at 
price quoted Sewer Department, would cost $263.00, and at price 
quoted later in season, 300 feet would cost $390.00, making a differ- 
ence of $127.00, which is almost 50 per cent. advance. In my esti- 
mate I have included the cost of paving open ditch, but for the 
present by sloping the sides of the ditch well back, I would advise 
leaving out this part of the work,-—but owing to the advance in 
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price of pipe I would not advise reducing the estimate. . I have cun- 
ferred with Mr. D. W. Pratt, C. E., at your request, and he has ver- 
ified the calculations to determine size of pipe required to properly 
drain this district. The following is an estimate, route 1 and 2.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
STREETS. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of Winchester, 
Mass.; 


GENTLEMEN—I have the honor to submit for your consideration my 
fifth annnal report, said report being for the fiscal year ending Dec. 31, 
1901. For detailed statements of expenditures I would respectfully 
refer you to the Auditor’s report. I will report only on the amount 
of work done and total cost of same. ‘The amount of new macadam 
work this year, (compared with other years) has been small for two 
reasons, namely, that the appropriation was smaller and that we have 
confined ourselves principally to repairs. With perhaps two excep- 
tions, all of the macadam streets are in good order and the repair 
bill next season will be small. 


STABLE AND YARD. 


The maintenance of the stable, small tools, and superintendent’s 
salary have been divided and added to the several streets according 
to the amount of work done on the same. 

Last winter (as is our custom) all the carts and harnesses were 
repaired and painted, and have given us very little trouble the past 
season. ‘There has been very little sickness among the horses, con- 
sidering the amount of work they do and the bad weather they are 
exposed to at times. We have one horse which may give out before 
next season is ended, and. another horse should be bought early in 
the spring and gotin condition to take his place. It will be remem- 
bered that we were one horse short of the usual number all last 
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season. ‘The horses are all in good flesh, and with one exception 
are in perfect health. 

As reported one year ago, the stable is in a sad condition, and is 
only worse off this year. Although I would not advise the expendi- 
ture of any amount of money on the present stable, something must 
surely be done this year or we will be obliged to put the horses out 
of doors. 


WATERING STREETS. 


As in previous years the Fire Department attends to this work as 
far as their horses go. We have had the same arrangement this 
year, of running one sprinkler, with either our own or outside horses, 
on the new work, and on the outlying districts in dry, hot weather. 
The sprinklers have all been kept in first-class repair, and should go 
to the shop before spring for painting, etc. I will report only the 
amount of money paid out by our department, which will be found 
below. 


CRUSHING PLANTS AND STEAM ROLLER. 


The machinery has been kept in good repair as usual, and with 
one exception, (a new boiler for the stationary plant) will not re- 
quire a large outlay next season. But all the machinery should be 
thoroughly overhauled, and new wearing parts purchased before the 
season opens ; one small delay each day in a busy season, caused by 
neglect to have the proper wearing parts on hand, amounts to a con- 
siderable sum, as it practically stops everything on the work. Teams 
and men from the crusher to the job are idle, waiting for the 
machinery. Our delays in the past have been very slight, and we 
wish to continue on the same as in the past. ‘The portable crusher 
is now on the second location this season, and is well located to 
finish Washington, Swanton and Forest streets. ‘loo much cannot 
be said in favor of the portable crusher. Without it Winchester 
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could not have had much over one-half of the streets in good condi- 
tion, which they now have. 

The cost of delivering stone to the stationary crusher, and the cost 
of teaming to the work, is so great, that no city or town can afford 
to do it, only when the work happens to be near the yard. I feel 
perfectly safe in saying that we put stone on the streets as cheap as 
any city or town in the state, which could not be done without the 
portable crusher. ‘The roller will require a very small outlay in the 
spring to put it in first-class order. 


e 
STREET CLEANING. 


Again I will say, we cannot keep the streets as clean as they 
should be with one team and one set of men. ‘There should be at 
least two teams, with men, in order to have one on each side of the 
town at the same time. I will again recommend a sweeper, for the 
department, as being the cheapest way to clean certain portions of 
the town. Sweepers are not very expensive and I am sure one 
would pay for itself in one season. 

I will say again, street cleaning is not a luxury, but a necessity. 
Public health demands it ; besides that, if dirt is allowed to collect in 
the gutters it “diverts the water and causes great damage to the 
streets, and fills up the basins. This one team has collected the 
past season 1,670 loads of dirt. If the town owned a small lot of 
the pond property it could be filled with this waste material at little 
cost. ‘The bad practice of citizens raking rubbish into the gutters 
has been somewhat abated since your honorable board inserted the 
by-law in the local papers. 


BRIDGES. 


Although I have reported previously the bad condition of the 
Walnut street bridge, I did not think it would collapse all at once, 
and that we would be obliged to rebuild it this season without a 
special appropriation. It has cost the department $637.37 which 
was not considered at the time the appropriations were made, and 
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has reduced us the above amount, which we should have used in 
other work. But the bridge is now safe and will be for several years 
to come. We did the only thing which could be done under the 
circumstances. ‘The bridge at Lake street will have to be rebuilt 
next season. 


STREETS, BUILDING AND MAINTENANCE. 


The amounts expended on the several streets is shown by the fol- 
lowing schedule. For convenience in reference I will put them in 
alphabetical order, giving tables below of broken stone work, drains 
and concrete, etc., so that the total amount of the same can be 


readily found.

REBUILDING MAIN STREET. 


At the time the Boston & Northern Street Railway laid their new 
rails through Main street from the Niles block to Symmes Corner, 
we were obliged to rebuild the street, it being necessary to raise the 
track from one to seven inches in order to crown the street. This 
was done at at expense of over three thousand dollars which is 
another item that was not considered at the time the appropriations 
were made, although it had been contemplated for several years. We 
were obliged to push this work and covered so much surface each 
day that we borrowed one of the State rollers to help us out, which 
we worked thirty-four days. Parts of this street had never been 
Macadamized, especially that section between the Parkway and 
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Mt. Pleasant St., and was in bad repair and took a large amount of 
stone. In connection with this work we improved the drainage, 
(principally at the junction of Washington and Main streets) at 
quite an expense which is reported below in the table of drains. 


WASHINGTON STREET REPAIRS. 


Washington street was top coated with broken stone from the 
junction of Main street to Mt. Vernon street, and is now as good as 
new. 


MrT. VERNON STREET REPAIRS. 


Mt. Vernon street was graded with broken stone ata depth of 
three inches and is one of the finest streets in town to-day. All of 
the side-hill streets could be coated or treated the same and give 
good satisfaction for little money. But it should not be done until 
the gutters are relaid. 


CHURCH STREET REPAIRS. 


Church street was repaired or entirely recoated with stone on the 
west side of the trazk from the centre, or square, to Wildwood 
street. The street was spiked up, resurfaced and rolled back in 
place inside of four days at a a small cost, which will be seen in the 
table of broken stone. 


WASHINGTON STREET MACADAM. 


Washington street has been Macadamized (from Lebanon street 
to Forest street) five inches deep in the centre running to three 
inches on the sides, and is (including tracks) about twenty-eight feet 
wide with a crown of ten inches. We macadamized the track for 
the B. & N. Street Railway Co. eight feet wide, at their expense, 
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which amounted to $624.92. The tracks were al! regraded so as to 
carry the water north, and although the grade in some places is quite 
flat I think it will work very well. There are six basins and inlets 
on the east side of the street which have had a severe test this fall, 
and have worked nicely up to the present time. If this system fails 
to carry off the water the only remedy is to increase the size of the 
pipes. By the kind co-operation of property owners on the line of 
this work we were enabled to clean up and slope back the embank- 
ments and beautify the side lines of the street. 


CONCRETE WALKS. 


As usual the department received bids for concreting, and Mr. 
Geo. H. Nichols, of Stoneham, was the successful bidder. His bid 
being forty-five cents. for new work and twenty-five cents for repairs 
per square yard. ‘The best of concrete as now laid is not profita- 
ble. I would recommend that another year the work be done under 
an inspector, at the expense of the contractor, or that the depart- 
ment do the work. The City of Woburn is doing its own concret: 
ing with good results. It may cost a little more but will surely pay 
in the end. Belowis a table giving locations, cost, etc.

PAVED GUTTERS. 


There have been a number of gutters paved this year, especially 
two of the worst side hill streets in the town, (Webster and Chestnut 
streets). These streets have been paved on both sides the entire 
length, and have stood the severe test the past few months. ‘There 
are others that are nearly as bad and should be paved next season, 
namely, Prince avenue, Winthrop street, Crescent road, Mason street 
and Mt. Pleasant street. ‘The last named streets, until they are 
paved, will continue to send down gravel and clog the inlets, send- 


ing the water in all directions. Below is a table giving locations,

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COMMON STREET BLOCK PAVING. 


The last item but one in the above table is the amount and cost 
of paving Common street square at B. & M. R. R., for which the 
railroad company paid one-half of the cost. The railroad furnished 
the blocks. This paving is laid in the ordinary way, on common 
gravel foundation, and the joints are grouted with Portland cement, 
which improves the surface and makes the paving stronger under 
traffic. 

Common street was also thoroughly macadamized from the square 
to the depot, and should be finished next season to Church street.

WASHOUTS. 


During the week of March 16th and of June 22d, and again on 
August 24th, there were several bad washouts which cost $1339 to 
repair. This of course was quite unexpected and was not thought 
of at the time the appropriations were made. If these unexpected 
happenings are not provided for at the beginning of the financial 
year, of course some other contemplated work has got to wait in 
consequence. ‘The dangerous washouts have to be attended to 
regardless of cost. 


MACADAM STREETS. 


I feel ita duty to your Honorable Board and to the public in 
general, that I should report at some length on Macadam streets 
and the methods of construction, care and maintenance. ‘This 
seems to be the paving adopted by the town as being the best for 
the money. Experience, year after year, teaches us something new, 
but we are willing to learn and must never tire, as our only salvation 
lies in a tireless research for the best methods. 
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The Macadam streets adapted to constant heavy travel do not 
suit light travel. Experience has taught us in this town (which ap- 
plies to all others) that the heavy traveled streets want the 23 inch 
stone on the surface, only using No. 2 stone enough to fill the voids. 
The wear of the stone under the heavy travel furnishes fine dust 
enough for binder at all times. ‘The light traveled streets want the 
No. 2 stone on the surface and plenty of binder, as the stone does 
not wear fast enough to furnish binder, especially where the street is 
not watered. Then again, a narrow street (on each side of a car 
track, for instance) does not want No. 2 stone on the surface, as it 
is sure to rut under the horses’ feet. For instance, if we could 
change Highland avenue for Church street, both streets would wear 
better. As Church street was first constructed with a No. 2 stone 
on the surface, it would wear better on Highland avenue, and vice- 
versa. Highland avenue does not get regular watering, and is 
always in need of binder. Church street gets regular watering and 
has binder to spare always. To make the subject plainer, a light 
traveled street will wear better, (with or without water) with No. 2 
stone on the surface. A street with light travel is always more or 
less in a loose state, and if the horse displaces a stone now and then 
it better be a 15 inch stone than a 24 inch stone, as the waste will 
not be so great. A heavy traveled street is always hard after the 
first season, and will stand a long drouth without raveling. 


I have spent considerable time investigating different methods, 
and have arrived at the conclusion that the cheapest way to keep a 
Macadam street in perfect repair at all times is to keep it per- 
fectly smooth and hard at all times. ‘This can be done witha steam 
roller and water cart in dry times at little cost, or the commonly 
called tar Macadam could be adopted, which needs no watering to 
keep it from wasting indry weather. As near as I have been able 
to learn the tar or bituminous Macadam would cost from 40c. to 50c. 
per square yard more than the work costs at the present time. There 
is some doubt in my mind at present which would be cheaper. We 
are now branching out with Macadam streets beyond the reach of 
water carts, and this matter should be given very careful study. 


Contrary to my expectations the Boston & Northern Railroad did 
not ask the privilege of repairing their tracks in Washington street 
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this year, but it seems as though they must the coming year, and I 
hope your Honorable Board will prevail upon them to replace the T 
rail with a grooved girder rail. This year has demonstrated the 
fact that we can collect taxes from the street railways and compel 
them to keep their tracks in repair at their own expense, notwith- 
standing the criticism in a local press one year ago.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I again most respectfully recommend a sweeper for the depart- 
ment, as I am convinced it would be a great saving. I also recom- 
mend a new boiler: for the stationary crusher, as the old one is 
condemned. Also another horse early in the spring, and several 
new cart harnesses and a new double harness. I also call your atten- 
tion to the bad condition of the stable, and urge your honorable 
board to personally inspect the same at your earliest convenience. 
Something must be done, and done quickly. 

I would also recommend that Washington street be finished to the 
Woburn line before the portable crusher leaves North Winchester ; 
and also that a portion of Forrest street be rebuilt. I think I under- 
stand that your honorable board contemplates finishing Church and 
Swanton streets, and so consider that no recommendation is neces- 
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sary. I also recommend that Wildwood street be coated with 
broken stone. It could be built the same as Mt. Vernon street ata 
small cost. ; 


REMARKS.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON WEDGE 
POND WAY. 


The above committee appointed at the last annual Town Meeting 
to prepare plans “‘to put the northerly portion of the town way laid 
out in 1860 in good order and safe condition,” report as follows: 

The committee have held six regular meetings and the proceed- 
ings at each meeting have been duly reported in the Winchester 
Star. Owing to diverse interests, the committee could make no sat- 
isfactory arrangements for altering the way or improving adjacent 
lands outside the lines of the 1860 location, but the premises within 
the location have been put in order anda pathway for foot travel 
sufficiently wide for present use has been graded to the pond. ‘The 
filling heretofore dumped within the lines of the way, has been used 
for grading and sloping, and the whole locality has been much im- 
proved in appearance. ‘The Wedge Pond Dump has ceased to exist 
and thus a nuisance has been abated as well as a town way put in 
order. ‘The total expense of cleaning up the dump, improving the 
way, engineering expenses, etc., amounts to $103.87. The amount 
authorized to be expended was $400. 

The work of regrading the way has been done by the highway de- 
partment, but the road bed has not been put in such permanent 
condition as to stand the storms of many winters. No gutters have 
been made or grass seed planted on slopes. Owing to arrangements 
made with abuttors ‘late in the season, which arrangements could 
not be subsequently carried out, a small portion of the recon- 
structed way encroaches on abutting land next to Dix street. ‘This 
encroachment can be easily vacated; therefore the committee re- 
commend that the highway department for 1902 put the Wedge 
Pond Way into permanent condition, transferring so much of the 
present construction as encroaches on land of the Calumet Club, off 
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and away from said land; erect suitable barriers (consistent with 
abuttors’ rights) to prevent danger to teams from entering upon the 
pathway except for special purposes, and hereafter the town highway 
department to keep the way in good order and safe condition 
within the limits of the 1860 Jay-out. These recommendations are in 
accordance with the vote unanimously passed by the town appoint- 
ing this committee, and in accordance with the vote of this commit- 
tee unanimously passed at its first meeting held April 27th, 1901.

Those having an intimate knowledge of the Fire Department have 
for some time believed that the present headquarters are not ade- 
quate to the best interests of the community. ‘The Fire Department 
is of great concern to the people. ‘Taking for a basis the Assessors’ 
valuation of buildings, as of May 1901, there is upwards of $8,000,- 
000 under fire protection in this town. We cannot believe there is - 
any serious feeling that the citizens as a whole do not wish the Fire 
Department equipped to meet any emergency which is likely to 
arise. ‘The fact that every household and store is under nominal 
protection through the medium of fire insurance, should not induce 
a policy of neglect towards this department, for while citizens may 
thus protect themselves against pecuniary loss, there are values, not 
intrinsic, for the protection of which they look to the firemen. 


The Central House is inconvenient in arrangement and location. 
Even though but a minute may elapse from the first strike of the 
alarm before the apparatus leaves the building, there is generally a 
crowd at the foot of Winchester place, that is ever in danger. As 
the building is not as accessible as it should be for a growing town 
like Winchester, the citizens should give most serious thought to an 
appropriation looking to a betterment in this direction. The build- 
ing and equipping of a new house (taking it for granted that it is to 
be of brick) would cost in the neighborhood of $30,000. This, 
together with a new hose house for the West side is food for thought. 

Following the established custom in this town, the permanent 
men have during the past season, devoted much of their time, as well 
as the use of the horses, to street watering. We wonder how many 
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of the people realize what the consequence would be in having the 
horses a mile from headquarters in case of a fire in any part af the 
town, and more especially in the congested section around the 
Centre. The delay caused in making response, might, were the 
elements in league with the fire, cause a loss more serious than has 
ever yet visited the town. ‘This arrangement was intended to be, 
and no doubt is, in the line of economy, but is it not a false economy? 
We submit that your board has a remedy for this very largely within 
its power. It may be foreign to this Board to treat of the subject 
of trolley cars, yet we venture the suggestion, that the best interests 
of the companies, the comfort of their passengers, and the welfare of 
the towns through which they have a right to pass, will be best 
conserved through an arrangement by which the main thoroughfares 
may be watered by the electric car system. We offer this suggestion 
for your lively consideration, believing, that were you to take up this 
question actively, much good would result. 


There should be an extra horse for the Hook & Ladder Truck, as 
well as for the Engine, but we do not recommend this while the 
department is in the present house, believing it to be a sheer waste 
of money to make additions to or improvements in that building. 

The efficiency of the department depends so largely on discipline, 
that citizens should not impair this in any degree by encouraging 
anonymous attacks on the department. ‘This comment applies with 
equal force to our local papers. ‘The Engineers are always ready to 
listen to any just criticisms, and are equally ready and willing to 
correct any errors. The interests of the department may be pro- 
moted by a generous rivalry between the companies, but this rivalry 
should not be allowed to outgrow friendly or cordial relations 
between all branches of the department. 


It has been the custom to grant the different companies the 
privilege of electing members and receiving resignations, but by a 
new rule all applications for membership in the department, as well 
as all resignations must now be addressed to the Engineers. New 
members cannot be elected to any company except from the approved 
list in the hands of the Engineers. 


It seems to this Board that the interests of the community may be 
advanced if the Board of Selectmen, the Water Board, and Sewer 
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Commissioners notify this department before any street is obstructed, 
by reason of re-building or repairs, as firemen are liable to lose val- 
uable time in reaching fires when not made acquainted with obstruc- 
tions. It is no doubt an oversight on the part of the other boards, 
and may be remedied by strict orders to the different superintendents 
to notify at once the chief of this department when work begins and 
ends. The Water Board should also send immediate notice of the 
location of any new hydrants. 


There is an urgent demand occasioned by the growth of the town, 
that at least six new alarm boxes be installed. There are an equal 
number of old boxes that should be renewed. ‘The old arrangement 
served its purpose originally, but there are now many buildings that 
are not within easy reach of a box. 


The apparatus as a whole (including the relic of an engine) is in 
fairly good condition. 


The system that prevails in this department of not recognizing 
bills as due that do not have to be paid until after the first of 
March, is a wrong one, and the situation might as well be faced now 
as any tlme. ‘The present Board found a deficit of some $800. 
This was due largely to a practice that previous Boards should not 
have favored. The pay of the Engineers and of the call men for 
January and February and other bills have been deferred, and 
charged to new appropriations. We do not consider it a right 
practice to have the appropriations for the new Board available to 
the uses of the old Board for two months, for this reason we recom- 
mend that the appropriations for the current year should be made 
available as of May Ist, instead of March Ist. ‘Thus the new Board 
appointed to take office on the former date will be responsible for 
the proper expenditures of the entire year. 


There were twenty-six alarms during the year. Nineteen bell, 
seven telephone.

TWELFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS. 


WINCHESTER, December 31, 1901. 


It is unnecessary to call the attention of our citizens to the condi- 
tion of their cemetery, it speaks for itself, and when compared with 
many others by visitors, receives the words of praise that are its due, 

The year just passed has been a very busy one. ‘Twenty-five new 
lots have been laid out, and new walks and avenues opened up. 
Granite avenue has been finished, and now furnishes an easy and 
pleasant approach to that section around the soldier’s monument. 

The matter of surface drainage has been quite a problem, and 
during the year much has been done in that direction. Several 
hundred feet of drain pipe have been laid, catch basins built, and 
we consider the money well spent, as it will more than pay for itself 
in the improved condition of the walks and avenues, and it is the 
intention of the board to extend the work each year and thereby 
save the constant expense in keeping the roads in good repair. 

The increasing demand for desirable lots means extra expense for 
maintenance and laying out, and therefore each year the cost of 
maintaining the cemetery is greater, but your board feel that they 
are fortunate in having a faithful and competent foreman, and that 
the work is being done in a very efficient and economical manner. 

Your board finds that there is no plan of the cemetery owned by 
the town. Mr. J. O. Goodwin, C. E., of Medford made a plan in 
1887, but it is in his possession, as his property. We also find that 
the wooden stakes used for bounds at that time, are many of them 
missing, and should be replaced by stone bounds. We feel that the 
town should own the plans and permanent bounds put 31. ‘+13 
board would recommend that the plans be purchased of Mr. Goodwin 
and the lines re-established, at an expense of three hundred dollars. 
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There is due for wood, foundations, care of lots, etc., seventy-five 
dollars. There are no unpaid bills.

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REPORT OF THE PARK BOARD. 


The Park Commission herewith respectfully submits its eighth 
annual report. 


MANCHESTER FIELD. 


It was fully expected that before this time our playground would 
be a completed fact. Early in the spring of 1901 the work of 
finishing the grading was begun by the Metropolitan Park Board, but 
the summer opened before any seed was sown on the field proper, 
and this had to be abandoned until autumn. In the fall the field 
was deeply harrowed, the perennial weeds dug out, and the surface 
seeded to grass and rolled down. Owing to the lateness of the 
season when this was done, we doubt if the seeding will amount to 
* anything, in which case it will be done over in the spring. In any 
event the sod will not be sufficiently well established to admit, of 
the use of the field before late autumn 1902. During the past fall 
a row of rock maple trees was planted on each side of the path 
which runs parallel to the railroad. ‘These trees will in time furnish 
shade for those who choose to sit here to watch games. ‘The foot- 
bridge to connect the southern end of the playground with the 
Mystic Valley Parkway was begun in the autumn and will be com- 
pleted not later than the spring of 1902. In place of the bridge 
over the stream to the northern end of the field another arrangement 
will probably be made, although the matter has not yet been defi- 
nitely determined. 


When the Metropolitan Board has completed the field to the sat- 
isfaction of this Commission, it is our purpose to then ask the town 
to decide whether it will assume the care and control of the play- 
ground, or if it prefers to have it remain in the hands of the district. 
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We are of the opinion, as expressed in our last annual report, that 
the town should assume the control if suitable terms can be secured 
from the Metropolitan Board. Such care and control will mean 
that one or two permanent men will have to be employed by this 
department for at least seven months in the year, and in addition to 
the appropriation for their pay, it will be necessary to provide money 
for tools, seed and other small incidentals. While this will not call 
for a large annual outlay, it is our desire that the town may fully 
understand from the outset just what it is undertaking. The work 
of these men could probably be so arranged that they could care for 
the common and other public plots as well. 


It is the purpose of the Metropolitan Board, should the town 
desire to assume the control of the field, to lease us that area included 
between the railroad on the west and the outside border of the cir- 
cular path on the east. All that space between the path and the 
river they will retain for plantations and will care for the same. It 
should be understood, however, that inasmuch as certain lands in- 
cluded within the playground area are owned in fee by the City of 
Boston, which lands are now under lease to the Metropolitan Park 
Commission subject to a thirty days’ notice to quit, that board 
cannot lease those lands to the town except under similar conditions. 


THE COMMON. 


During the past season, thanks to a plentiful supply of rain, the 
sward has been kept green for most of the time. Rotary sprinklers 
were resorted to this year during the short, dry period of the early 
summer and with good success. The fountain has been the subject 
of considerable thought, and it is our opinion that a different form 
of jet from that now used would greatly add to the effect of this 
feature. The present set of jets throws either too much or too little 
water. A feeble spray is ridiculous. A heavy spray causes a flood. 
It is our hope to be able to afford a new jet before long, one which 
will envelope the fountain in a graceful veil of spray without causing 
the waste of a great amount of water. 
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The turf of the common having become impoverished owing to 
lack of sufficient loam depth in places and to natural causes, the 
board first treated it to a coating of stable manure last winter and 
spring. Not wholly satisfied with the result we have this past autumn 
spread 120 loads of first-class loam over the entire area, and sewed 
a ton and a half of hard wood ashes. Ifextra seed is required in the 
spring it is our intention to put it in. 

The location of the post office on Common street southerly from 
the common has necessitated the cutting of a branch path to lead in 
that direction. There now appear to bea sufficient number of paths 
to accommodate public necessity and convenience, and it is hoped that 
the public will appreciate the fact that it is a costly matter to main- 
tain turf in this climate if people insist upon walking upon it. The 
border of the main path has had to be resodded twice within eight- 
een months simply because people had tramped it out. ‘This is 
costly work and cannot be often afforded out of the small appropria- 
tion allotted to this department. 


Ten new rock maple trees have been set out along the paths the 
past autuinn with a view to giving shade to those who use these 
highways to and from the village. 


The flagstaff having become decayed at the base the Selectmen, 
at the request of the Park Board, repaired the injury in a substantial 
manner, and charged the cost to their incidental account. 


OTHER Town PLOoTs. 


~The three town plots located at the junction of Washington and 
Main streets, the junction of Church, Pine and Dix streets and the 
junction of Wildwood, Fletcher and Willow streets, have been kept 
in good condition the past summer. No watering was needed except 
at the Wildwood street plot. The Church street plot is in need of 
renovation in the form of loam, grass seed and fertilizer. 


During the past fall a triangular plot of land lying at the junction 
of Cambridge street and Everett avenue was ploughed up in prepara- 
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tion for seecing in the spring. It is nu. our intention to make this 
a formal plot of clipped grass, as that would seem to be out of 
keeping with the semi-rural surroundings. If it is kept green and 
tidy that will doubtless be sufficient for the present, and the cost of 
maintenance will be slight. ‘There are two other plots of a similar 
nature which should receive some slight attention. One is located 
at the junction of Cambridge and High streets, the other at the 
junction of Highland avenue and Forest street. All three-of these 
plots are located on Main highways leading to neighboring towns 
and passed by trolley lines. It seems, therefore, as if the town 
should be willing to expend a small sum for their supervision and 
maintenance. 


FINANCES. 


This department has expended during the past year $490.22. Of 
this $178.33 was for permanent improvements, and $311.99 for 
general maintenance. ‘There are no unpaid bills. For a detailed 
account of these expenditures reference is made to the report of the 
Town Auditor. 

To provide new hose, grass seed, fertilizer, loam and labor for the 
repair of the common and plots will require about $100. We would 
therefore ask for an appropriation of $400 for 1902.

REPORT OF TREE WARDEN. 


The appropriation for Shade Tree Department for 1901 was $600, of 
which all but $6.52 has been expended, together with last year’s balance 
of $155.76, making total expenditure for 1901 of $749.24. There 
is an unpaid bill of $2.00, leaving balance available of $4.52. 
During the season 119 trees have been set out, of which nine were 
to replace dead ones, and 110 were for new work. ‘The average 
cost of these trees (rock maples), as they stand today is $2.55 per 
tree, which includes loam, guard, labor, etc. The new trees are 
located as follows: Harvard street 67, Highland avenue 6, Winthrop 
street 4, Chapin school 5, Highland school 3, Rumford school 5, 
Washington school 20. In the spring a favorable opportunity offered 
for obtaining some trees at a very moderate cost, and 240 rock 
maples were bought costing about 50 cents apiece. H. L. Frost 
& Co. of Arlington now hold 147 rock maples subject to the order of 
the Tree Warden. Pruning has been done on the maples at various 
points where particularly needed, the largest piece of consecutive 
work being on Cambridge street, fron Church street to Pond 
street. Dead and dangerous trees have been removed from Bacon, 
Myrtle, Fletcher, Washington, Dix, Mt. Vernon and Mt. Pleasant 
streets and Highland avenue. Living trees removed from Dix and 
Washington streets. ‘Three hearings only have been held. 


The Warden regrets to say that both the brown-tail and gyspy 
moths are getting a foothold in the town, and there are also traces 
of the elm leaf beetle. None of these pests have appeared in | 
formidable numbers as yet, and vigorous work at this time will ac- 
complish excellent results. ‘The town trees should be carefully gone 
over in March, as soon as funds are available, but most of the 
trouble from brown-tail and gypsy moths, the former particularly, 
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will be found on trees of private ownership, over which the town has 
no jurisdiction, and work done on the street trees will amount to very 
little, unless well supplemented by careful attention from every tree 
owner in town. ‘The brown tail will be found very frequently on 
apple and pear trees, and a very slight expense now, before the warm 
days come will save regret later. As the Warden will not be a can- 
didate for re-election, he wishes to express in this report his warm 
appreciation of the hearty support given to the work of his depart- 
ment by the citizens during the past five years, and to hope that the 
same encouragement may be given his successor. 


An appropriation of $600 is recommended for 1902.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


For YEAR ENDING DeEcEMBER 3lst, 1901. 


The Board of Health has held regular meetings on the last Friday 
of each month, and special meetings from time to time during the 
year. 


The collection of garbage is still a great source of trouble. It re- 
quires a daily struggle to meet the numerous complaints sent to us, 
and we are well convinced that this service will never be satisfactory 
until the town does the work itself, thereby having its collectors 
entirely under the control of town officials. 


The town is now so much increased in size that in the near future 
it must collect its own garbage and remove the ashes, for by so doing 
the garbage can be satisfactorily gathered and the ‘“dump-nuisance”’ 
abated, as it never will be by any other means. 


The town has been more free from contagious diseases than usual. 
Diphtheria has existed to a small extent. There were about one-half 
as 1any cases as were reported for the previous year. Thanks to 
the State Board of Health we are supplied with a generous stock 
of anti-toxin, free of expense, and to its almost universal use is due 
the small death rate from this once dreaded disease, 


In July we had an epidemic of typhoid fever which lasted into the 
fall, and the services of the State Board were requested to assist in 
locating its origin. It was decided that the milk supply must be at 
fault, and the water which was used on the dairy farm of one of the 
milkmen was found to be strongly polluted. As a large proportion 
of the cases was taking milk from this farm, it was decided to forbid 
any further delivery of milk therefrom until a new supply of water 
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could be obtained. Soonafter taking active measures, the epidemic 
ceased. 

About November Ist, the smallpox began to give considerable 
anxiety in Boston and the neighboring towns ; its increase became so 
great, and the occurrence of cases so common, in our nearest towns, 
that we advised vaccination for every one. Free vaccination was 
offered at the town hall, and about six hundred took advantage of it. 
The scare brought out the fact that hundreds of children were attend- 
ing our schools who had never been vaccinated. Should a case of 
smallpox appear, the board feels that it is prepared to take care 
of it. 


A great deal of complaint has been made about the water supply, 
For the past two months it has, in many localities, had an oily, 
fishy smell and taste, which makes it anything but desirable. We 
can assure the town that our reservoirs are not contaminated or pol- 
luted, and the water is not detrimental to health. 


During the year the board has had several complaints from persons 
in regard to cesspools on neighboring property. It has investigated 
all such complaints and in all instances has notified owners of houses 
where such cesspool nuisances have existed, to connect their houses 
with the sewer immediately, and the orders have been complied 
with. We are of the opinion that a more general use of the sewers 
should be made. From information obtained from the Sewer Board 
we learn that barely half of all buildings on streets where sewers have 
been laid are connected with the sewers. ‘This is not a good show- 
ing. ‘The policy of the town has been to allow people to connect or 
not as they saw fit, but we think that all houses should be drained 
into the sewers so ,as to do away with all cesspools and open sink 
drains. 


‘The death rate has been larger than last year.

POOR. 


January 2, 1902. 


In reviewing our work we find the conditions vary but little from 
year to year. ‘The number of worthy persons applying for aid re- 
mains about the same, while the number of unworthy cases is slowly 
but gradually increasing. Careful attention has been given by the 
members of the board in the investigation of the many and varied 
cases brought to our notice. 


At the present time there is no sickness among the poor under 
our charge, two persons having died during the past year who were 
receiving town aid. 

We are fully supporting six persons in insane asylums. ‘The bill 
for board of an insane person we spoke of in last year’s report has 
not been settled yet. 

We recommend an appropriation of $5000 for the ensuing year.

The amount of pipe laid and the location of the same is shown in 
the Superintendent’s report appended. ‘The most important portion 
of this work was the laying of a 12 inch main on Church street from 
Bacon to Cambridge as the street was to be macadamized, and the 
laying of new and large pipes in Fletcher and Weldwood streets for 
the improvement of the inadequate house supply and fire service. 


DIKE’S BROOK. 


The bulk of the work has been accomplished in diverting Dike’s 
Brook from the North Reservoir. The culvert has been constructed 
across Forest street and the ditch completed to Dike’s meadow. On 
the meadow itself some work remains to be done, which will be in- 
expensive, to complete the work which was stopped in the fall on 
account of lack of funds. All of the land damages incident to the 
diversion have been settled. 

There has been no other work done of special interest. 


WaTER RATES. 


. ’ . 
The Town having voted to reduce the water rates, which reduc- 
tion takes effect Jan. 1, 1902, the receipts from this source will be 
largely reduced. 


The estimated income for the year 1902 is $19,000.00 
EXPENDITURES. 


The expenditures for the past year are shown in the auditor’s re- 
port. Atthe March meeting $20,000 of the receipts from the water 
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rates was appropriated to interest account, of which $13,605 was on 
the water debt ; the remainder, $6,395, was used for paying interest 
on other town debts, and as no money was raised by taxation, the 
Water Department used all of its income by December, and was 
obliged to have a further appropriation of $3,000 to carry it through 
to March. This has been raised in anticipation of the March 
appropriations.

Excess OF EXPENDITURES ABOVE RECEIPTS. 


It will be seen from the above that the estimate of expenditure 
over receipts will be about $9,000, which must be raised by taxation 
or bonds. If any portion is to be raised by bonds it should be only 
that portion which is to be expended in the extension of the plant 
which increases the value of the plant. If this policy is to be 
adopted the estimated amount for maintenance should be increased 
and that for construction decreased, for heretofore all construction, 
whether of renewals of mains or services or repairs tc pipes, has been 
charged to construction, and these clearly do not add materially to 
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the value of the plant, unless the renewal is of larger capacity than 
the old pipes, and even then only a portion of the expenditure is 
made to increase the value of the plant. Only such portions as are 
purely extensions are chargeable to increased value, and even the ex- 
penditures for these yearly extensions are not much more than 
enough to cover the depreciation on the plant as a whole.

CONDITION OF WATER. 


- The disagreeable odor reported to exist in the water was caused 
by vegetable matter in the reservoir. ‘The report of State Board of 
Health on analysis of samples of our water, is to the effect that 
water is not in any way injurious to health. The water in the ponds 
is now entirely free from the unpleasantness, and as soon as pipes 
are clear again, we will expect no further trouble this season. Re- 
ports of analysis by State Board of Health are on file at office of 
Water Board. 

The property at North Reservoir is in good condition. 

The ‘oil engine and pumps” are in good repair and giving satis- 
faction as usual. The steam boiler and pumps are in shape to be 
used at a minute’s notice when the occasion requires. 

The town has been supplied from both North and South Reser- 
voirs during the past year. 

The South was drawn down 38 feet 9 inches, and the North 
3 feet 4 inches. Lowest point was Nov. 28d. At this time water 
in the North Reservoir is down 0 feet 4 inches and in South Reser- 
voir 0 feet 9 inches. Following is the report of the amount of 
water pumped for high service, together with tables showing the 
rainfall for the year, also high and low water in reservoirs.

EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD 
OF SEWER COMMISSIONERS. 


The year just closed has been quite a busy one for this depart- 
ment, owing to the large amount of construction work in different 
parts of the town, especially through Mystic avenue and adjoining 
streets, and the connection of this part of the sewerage system with 
the Metropolitan sewer, by means of a siphon under the river near 
the lower end of Mystic avenue. 


While this siphon has been built in a most thorough manner and 
of the best materials, yet the cost has been somewhat less than 
expected, and is very creditable to the superintendent and other 
men employed. 


In the early part of the summer the work of construction was very 
much delayed, owing to our inability to obtain pipe of a satisfactory 
quality. 


As the sources of supply are now in control of a trust, the prices 
are higher and there is great difficulty in obtaining prompt ship- 
ments, and the past year we have found it necessary and economical 
to purchase pipe considerably in excess of our immediate wants. 


As in previous years details of construction can be found in our 
superintendent’s report, and financial details in the auditor’s report. 


The sewers continue to give satisfactory service, are in good con- 
dition and no repairs have been found necessary during the year. 


The different departments by uniting in the employment of one 
engineer for all town work, by providing a suitable room for his use 
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anda vault for the safe keeping of plans, have effected a very im- 
portant improvement which is duly appreciated by this board and 
the results of which are certain to be of great benefit to the town.

SEWER SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT, 1901. 


To the Honorable Board of Sewer Commissioners. 


GENTLEMEN—Under the following heads I submit to you my 
report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1901: viz, Construction, Main- 
tenance, House Connectiuns and general remarks. 


Owing to the delay in getting pipe we were unable to do all of the - 
_ work intended this season. 


Extensions were made in such sections as demanded our first 
attention, and a table showing the length, sizes, etc., will be found 
in my report. 


Three new connections have been made with the Metropolitan 
system this season. One at the northerly end of Vine street, in 
Main street, one at Beggs & Cobb Tannery with the Mystic Valley 
branch and one with the Metropolitan main at foot of Mystic 
avenue in the location of the Boston & Maine R. R. ‘The connec- 
tions at Mystic avenue and Vine street required the use of a steam 
pump and necessarily were expensive. ‘The necessity of going under 
the river for the Mystic avenue outfall at a cost of $2100 in round 
numbers, added to the cost of this small district more in comparison 
than some others constructed, but on account of the very low eleva- 
vation of one end of Cutting street, and a low point in Lloyd street, 
it was necessary to enter the main sewer at this point. 
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On account of the land lying to the north of Mystic avenue being 
low, where in the near future it might be built upon, it was neces- 
sary to construct the sewer in this street to provide for future 
development. A large portion of this sewer is over twelve feet deep, 
and a great deal of ledge and hard material was encountered during 
construction. The balance of the sewers built this year have cost 
about the same as similar sewers built in other years. 

The inverted siphon at the Aberjona river, while expensive, was 
the least so of any yet built in this town. We were very fortunate 
in having a most perfect foundation, the bed of the river being 
gravel, with no sign of quicksand. 

The work has been done in a thorough and permanent manner, 
and is satisfactory in every way. Very little head could be obtained 
owing to the low sections to be drained. 

After pumping the siphon out it was found to be practically tight. 

The cost of pipe, brick and lumber has been greater than last 
year, also man-hole castings. 

The contract for furnishing pipe was awarded to Blanchard, 
Kendall & Co., at 73 % off list delivery on trench subject to our 
inspection. 

Cement was furnished by Waldo Bros., Boston, at $1.16 per bbl., 
car load lots. Later in the season we ran short of cement and 
bought 65 bbls. at $1.05 f. o. b. Boston. 

Portland cement was furnished for $1.87 per bbl., f. o. b. Boston. 

Brick was furnished by Mead & Mason at $8.80 per thousand 
f. o. b. Winchester. 

Man-hole castings, Osgood & Witherley, large, $7.75 per set, 
small, $5.00, delivered on line of work. 

Materials furnished by the above firms have been very satisfactory. 

The following is a table showing length, sizes, etc., of sewers built 
this season. 
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HousE CONNECTIONS. 


There have been about the usual number of house connections 
built this year as last. The same care in the construction of them 
has been taken as on the public sewers. 


It is needless to say much regarding this branch of the department’s 
work. The men have become familiar with the best methods of 
doing the work, and I have endeavored to put such men as would do 
good work and keep cost down as much as possible. Where we are 
obliged to cut into a macadam surface, we have taken every pre- 
caution to put the stone back in good condition and if any settle- 
ment occurred after in the trench, have filled the depression with 
crushed stone. Later in the season the superintendent of streets 
has rolled these trenches with the steam roller, so that they are 
smooth and hard as before. 


I think as a whole the citizens are well satisfied with the work 
done on their estates by the department; at least no complaint has 
been made to me. 


The average cost per lineal foot on premises this season is 53.9 
cents. 


About 3,300 linear feet of pipe has been laid on private property 
alone this season. 


Fourteen man-holes have been constructed on this worx at an 
average cost of $16.50 per man-hole. 


MAINTENANCE. 


The cleaning and flushing of the sewers is an important part of 
the department work and requires more time each year to go over 
them as the system is growing. 


The last annual cleaning was finished in February, 1901, having 
taken about two months to go over the whole system. In July such 
lines as needed cleaning were attended to. 


‘The several siphons require cleaning four or five times during the 
season. 
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Work was begun in December this year and the entire system will 
be brushed out, leaving it in a perfect condition, and will not require 
looking after until the early summer. 


We shall have about nineteen miles to clean this winter. 


I would advise putting in a number of new flush valves another 
season, and in fact one should be at every summit man-hole, as 
using the hydrants is not satisfactory and more expensive in the end, 
taking into account the wear and tear on hose and wear on hydrant 
valves. 


IN GENERAL. 


Having been appointed town engineer this year, some of my 
time has been taken with other work on the different departments, 
where in years before my whole time has been given to the Sewer 
Department, but Mr. Hinds having been appointed assistant superin- 
tendent, the work has been at all times under our supervision. I 
wish to say that Mr. Hinds is a most valuable man for the depart- 
ment and to the town likewise. Having been provided with new 
quarters this spring, I am pleased to say that we at last have a safe 
place in which to keep our plans and records, as well as other plans, 
etc., of the town. 


The room and safe are quite satisfactory, although it will not be 
long before a larger vault will be required in which to keep the 
town plans. 


A number of things remain to be done to make a well equipped 
engineer’s Office. 


There are some things required next season in the office equip- 
ment, but as this department has purchased everything in this line up 
to the present except what I have furnished myself, I shall not 
recommend you to furnish these, thinking that other departments 
should, or that a sum be set aside that would be available for this 
purpose. 


Considerable work remains to be done on records, etc. Assess- 
ments for this season’s work will be ready by February 15th, 1902. 
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A complete index will be made during the winter of all plans 
owned by the town, so that there will be no trouble in finding plans 
or the liability ot there being lost, as some have already. 


A list giving the value of property belonging to this department 
has been furnished the auditor, and by referring to his report it may 
be seen what the department has spent during the year. 


I am pleased to report that none of the men employed in this de- 
partment during the year, have received injuries while on the work. 
In fact, the trenches and all work has been carefully inspected to 
prevent any accident, and the town has been very fortunate in not 
having had more. 


I desire to thank you for the confidence placed in me during the 
past year as well as in former years, and trust that my work has been 
satisfactory to your board.

INCREASE IN NUMBER OF STANDARD Books TAKEN FROM THE LIBRARY 


To encourage a more extensive reading of standard books, the 
‘trustees voted at the beginning of the year, to allow any two volumes 
other than new books or works of fiction, to be taken out on one 
card. ‘The result has been gratifying, as 11,119 books other than 
fiction and juvenile have been loaned during the current year, 
against 9,939 the preceding year. ‘The number of volumes of fiction 
taken out has decreased from 20,706 to 19,664 and the number of 
juvenile books, from. 13,280 to 11,300. The net decrease in total 
number of books loaned during the year compared with last year, is 
1,842, It is our intention, if the usual appropriation is made for 
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the maintenance of the library, to purchase more duplicate copies of 
popular new books than in the past, the popular taste running to 
what is new in books, regardless of quality, as in other things. This 
will entail more expense but the regular appropriation will be suff- 
cient to allow it. 


APPROPRIATION FOR 1902. 


The Trustees recommend for the care and maintenance of the 
library for the year 1902, $1,500, and the amount received from sale 
of dog licenses. In connection with our quite large unexpended 
balance, this might seem too large an appropriation if it were not 
the purpose of the Trustees to purchase more duplicate copies of 
popular new books, as heretofore explained. It is also time to pub- 
lish a supplementary catalogue of all the books added to the library 
since the last catalogue was published. ‘The unexpended balance 
referred to nearly equals last year’s balance credited to this year’s 
appropriation, the amount being only $10.35 in excess of last year’s 
balance.

Report of Committee on Bath House. 


Provided that on petition of the town the location is granted by 
the Metropolitan Park Board your committee recommends that a 
bath house and bathing place be established at Mystic pond on the 
Commonwealth’s land just west of the aqueduct. While this loca- 
tion is not as central as we would wish it seems to be the best that 
is available, and has several advantages: ‘There is a sandy beach 
sloping gradually to deep water, which will require but little work 
upon it to make it satisfactory ; it is withina minute’s walk of the 
street cars and a good macadam road, and it is also a very pretty lo- 
cation. Werecommend that the teaching of swimming be made 
the principal object of this enterprise, and to that end that the per- 
son to have charge of the house shall be one competent to instruct 
in the natatorial art. It does not seem necessary to discuss the 
question of the desirability of everybody knowing how to swim as 
that is universally conceded. The place must be properly con- 
ducted, and the town will have the co-operation of the Metropolitan 
Park Board in that direction. If an appropriation of twelve hun- 
dred dollars be made a suitable house can be built and equipped and 
the grounds put in order. ‘The cost of maintenance will depend 
largely upon whether the town believes that INSTRUCTION in swim- 
ming should be free or not; if the former we estimate it at three 
hundred dollars a year, but if lessons are to be paid for we believe 
that the cost will be less than half of that amount. We suggest thay 
when established this department be placed in charge of our loca] 
Park Board.

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FIFTY=-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL COPMIMITTEE. 


For a body of so few members the School Board has undergone a 
considerable transformation since a year ago. In November, 1901, 
_ Rev. John W. Suter resigned, after having “given more than twelve 
years of faithful and devoted service to the interests and welfare of 
the schools of the town ; he was succeeded, as member of the Board, 
by Dr. Albert F. Blaisdell, who had had fifteen years of experience 
on the School Committee of Providence, Rhode Island, and, as 
chairman, by Mr. Charles F. A. Currier, who was elected, last March 
to succeed William B. French, Esq., who declined re-election. ‘Two 
members are to be chosen March next, one for one year, the un- 
expired balance of Mr. Suter’s term, and one for three years, owing 
to the expiration of Mr. Symmes’s term of office. 


ScHOooL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The completion and occupancy of the new Wadleigh and Mystic 
buildings have afforded a most timely relief; and yet the problem of 
school accommodations is again an urgent one. ‘The pressure now is 
greatest at the High School and in the lower primary rooms. 

An unusual growth in number of pupils has characterized the 
high schools of the State and of the United States during the past 
ten or twelve years, and Winchester has contributed its share in this 
development. ‘To go back but a very short time, it is found that 
the enrollment at our High School in December 1898, was 209; 
December, 1899, 238 ; December, 1900, 245 ; December, 1901, 284 ; 
an increase of 70 in three years. We have not only reached, but 
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passed, the seating capacity of the present building. It was neces- 
sary last fall to use the physical and chemical laboratories, not only 
as laboratories, but also for seating twenty-four pupils and for con- 
stant service as recitation rooms. So far as can be estimated at the 
present time, the school will have about thirty more pupils next year 
than it has this year, and we must look forward to a steady annual 
increase in numbers. A special committee should be appointed at 
the approaching town meeting, to consider the question of a new 
High. School building. It is, however, hardly likely that such a 
building can be expected for three or four years to come; in the 
meantime something must be done to provide for the immediate 
needs of the school. The School Committee hesitates to recom- 
mend putting another addition onto the present building ; however, 
this seems to be, perhaps, the only solution of the problem confront- 
ing the town. Careful estimates of a reliable contractor, based on 
the plans of a competent architect, indicate that such an addition, 
sufficient to provide for any probable growth of the next three or 
four years, can be made at an expense amounting to less thana 
single year’s interest on the cost of a new High School building. 
' This is suggested as a temporary expedient, to provide for the inter. 
val which must elapse before the erection of such a High School 
building as the town so plainly needs. | 


Turning now to the lower grades,—in the Rumford, Chapin, 
Washington, Highland, Gifford, Mystic and Wyman buildings, there 
are nineteen rooms for grades one to six inclusive. During the fall 
term just closed, the average attendance in these rooms was 40.2 per 
teacher, too large a number for any teacher to have, and especially 
so in our own case, where in but three of the rooms is there only one 
grade in a room; in one room there are three grades; while in the 
remaining fifteen rooms there aretwo grades. In the five primary 
rooms having two grades to a room, the average attendance was 42.8 
each, and the other primary rooms had nearly as large an attendance. 
We need at least two additional teachers for the lower grades, where 
individual attention counts for so much in the progress of the 
children. One room at the Mystic is the only vacant schoolroom in 
town at the present time. 
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Closely connected with this question of increased accommoda- 
tions for primary pupils is 


THE KINDERGARTEN PROBLEM. 


On this subject it seems fitting to present a few facts concerning 
kindergartens for the last three school years ; complete information 
for earlier years is not available. During that period four kinder- 
gartens, with eight teachers, have been maintained, at the Washing- 
ton, Chapin, Gifford and Wyman schools.

The average attendance, per teacher, in the kindergartens was 
13.2; in the primary rooms, 40.4. For the fall term just closed 
(1901), the attendance has been 118.1 in the kindergartens, or less 
than fifteen to a teacher, and 169.2 in the primary rooms, or more 
than 42 to a teacher. 


During these three years the kindergarten salaries have been more 
than $1800 greater than the salaries of the primary teachers of the 
same buildings, an average excess of $600 per year. ‘The cost per 
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pupil, for teachers’ salaries alone, on the basis of average attendance 
in each case, has been $11.05 for the primary rooms and $22.67 for 
the kindergartens. If we take into account the fact that kindergar- 
ten instruction is for only one session a. day, the cost per pupil has 
been not simply twice that for primary intruction, but more than three 
and one-half times as great. Furthermore, in the years 1898, 1899, 
1900, kindergarten salaries constituted 10 per cent. of all teachers’ 
salaries, a proportion not equalled in any other town or city of the 
State so far as can be ascertained. In connection with this whole 
subject of expense and attendance, it must not be forgotten that the 
kindergertens have only one session a day, while in all the lower 
grades there are two sessions, and, in most cases, two grades to a 
room. 

Attention may also be called to the fact that only one or two 
towns in the State have a larger number of kindergartens, in propor- 
tion to population, than has Winchester, and in no place is the en- 
rollment per teacher smaller than here, where the enrollment is 
about one-half the average enrollment per teacher for the State. 


It is the duty of the School Committee to look atter the interests 
of the entire school system, and to see to it that no part or feature 
suffers because of excessive attention to any other part, or through 
disproportionate expenditure of money. It is not fair to the grade 
teachers to require them to teach, two sessions a day, three times as 
many pupils as the kindergarten teachers have apiece for one ses- 
sion,—and hampered, too, by all the limitations attendant upon hav- 
ing, in nearly all instances, two grades ina room. Nor is it fair to 
the children themselves who, under these circumstances, do not 
make so much progress in three years as they would, under improved 
conditions, make in two. 

We believe, most em hatically, in continuing the kindergartens ; 
but we also believe that by a carefully worked out scheme of consolida- 
tion the number of kindergartens can be reduced without sacrificing 
anything in the way of results, and without lessening the kinder- 
garten privileges now enjoyed. Furthermore, the money saving thus 
effected will do something towards paying for the needed additiona] 
primary instruction. Even after a resonable reduction in the num- 
ber and cost of kindergartens, we should still rank well above the 
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average of the towns and cities of the state in the proportion of 
kindergartens to population, and in the percentage of kindergarten 
expenses to total school expenditures. 


SUPERVISION. 


In the school report of eleven years ago isthe statement:. ‘It 
is believed that the time has about arrived when the school work of 
Winchester will demand the whole time of a Superintendent.” ‘This 
suggestion has been repeated several times since then, and we wish 
to offer it once more. ‘There appear to be only two towns in the 
State with a population as large as Winchester’s that share their Super- 
intendent with another town. Under our present arrangements the 
Superintendent is here three days in the week ; the office work of a 
Superintendent on full time would not be essentially greater than 
that of one on part time, and the two additional days each week 
would therefore be practically a clear gain for supervision. 


An innovation this year in the direction of securing more effective 
service on the part of teachers has been in assigning the general as- 
sistant to take charge of the principals’ rooms at fairly frequent in- 
tervals ; the principals in this way have an opportunity to visit and 
oversee the other rooms of their buildings ; they become acquainted, 
from actual observation, with the work done in those rooms, and 
they are enabled to maintain a higher degree of efficiency than 
would otherwise be possible. This arrangement, however, is not in- 
tended to take the place of a Superintendent, but to supplement his 
supervision ; and the results have been so satisfactory that the system 
should be continued, even with a Superintendent on full time. 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 


The maximum of our teachers’ salaries is smaller than that of al- 
most every town or city with which we have to compete when seek- 
ing for teachers ; secondly, teachers in Winchester are much longer 
in reaching their low maximum than are teachers elsewhere in reach- 
ing their higher maximum. (Asa matter of fact, more than four- 
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fifths of our teachers are recciving less than the maximum pay of 
their grades, small as that maximum is; and a large proportion of 
these have taught from five to ten years, and even longer). Add to 
the foregoing considerations a third, namely, the high cost of living 
in Winchester, the practical impossibility of obtaining satisfactory 
board and rooms at prices within the means of our teachers, and one 
can realize some of the difficulties besetting the Superintendent and 
School Committee in their endeavors to retain the good teachers we 
already have, and in their efforts to procure the kind of teachers we 
want and ought to get, to fill vacancies as they occur. ‘To overcome 
these obstacles it is desirable to raise the maximum of a consider- 
ble portion of the teaching force, and to make a moderate increase 
in the amount paid for salaries. In no other way can we hope to es- 
tablish and maintain a disirable standard in the quality of our teach- 
ers. 


FINANCE. 


The School Board, in its report of a year ago, estimated very ac- 
curately the expenses of the current year in all important respects 
except one—the expenditures on incidental account have been far in 
excess of anything that was foreseen, due to the cost of laying out 
the grounds at the Wadleigh and of completing the equipment of 
the building beyond what had been provided for by the Building 
Committee. The balance turned over, by vote of the town, from 
the Building Committee to the School Committee went only a small 
way towards meeting these extraordinary expenses, for which no pro- 
vision was made in last year’s estimates ; so that these bills have had 
to be met out of the general schoo] appropriation, thus diminishing 
to that extent the amount of money that could be applied to the 
regular needs of the schools. 


The school department had on hand March 1, 1901, $2,669; 
there has been received during the year from miscellaneous sources, 
including the transfers from the Mystic and Wadleigh building ac- 
counts, about $480 ; the March appropriation was $39,000; making 
the total amount available for the current year $42,150. This will 
all be required, and there is the possibility of a small deficit. 
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Next year we shall not have the extraordinary Wadleigh expenses, 
and it is feasible to make some saving in the kindergartens. On 
the other hand, we need an additional teacher at the High School, 
two additional teachers in the lower grades (together with furniture 
and other equipment for two school rooms), a Superintendent on 
full time, and we ought to increase the salaries of those of our 
teachers who are now the least adequately paid. ‘The net increase, 
on this basis, in school expenses for next year, we estimate at about 
$850, and we therefore ask for an appropriation of $43,000, as well 
as a special appropriation to meet any deficit of the current year, if 
there be a deficit.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Committee of Winchester: 


In submitting to you my fifth annual report, I take pleasure in ex- 
pressing my belief that the general condition of our schools was never 
better than at the present time. I hope and _ believe that ‘coopera- 
tion, which is essential to the success of co-workers in every field of 
labor, may continue to characterize the school department of this 
town. 


THE TEACHING FORCE. 


Since the publication of the last annual report, the teaching force 
has undergone considerable change. ‘The increase of pupils at the 
High School, the opening (March 18, 1901) of the new Wadleigh, 
the re-classification of pupils, the sickness of teachers, matrimony, 
and other causes have contributed toward making an eventful year. 
All the schools, except the Rumford, have had changes in their 
corps of teachers. Sixteen new teachers have been appointed, 
twelve teachers have left the service of the town, six have been 
transferred to new positions, two have been given leave of absence, 
one has returned from a leave of absence, and one has returned from 
service in another town. ‘These facts are here given in tabulated 
form :

GETTING AND KEEPING ‘TEACHERS. 


Attention is called to the fact that much time has been involved 
in the effort to maintain the efficiency of our schools during the 
changes already noticed. Although the committee has given much 
time to this service, the chief reponsibility has rested upon the 
superintendent. Correspondence and interviews with scores of 
candidates, numerous letters to previous employers, visits to candi- 
dates serving in other towns, consulting files at teachers’ agencies 
for information not available elsewhere, are among the time-consum- 
ing methods of finding suitable teachers for the schools of this town. 
Perhaps in no other manner can a superintendent better serve a 
town than in the choice of new teachers. The teacher makes the 
school. A mistaken choice leaves its baneful mark before super- 
vision and other administrative machinery can effect a change. It 
takes time to make a thorough investigation of candidates, but more 
time is involved in weeding out unworthy teachers already in our 
ranks. Some teachers have been described as ‘too poor to keep 
and too gocd to discharge.” ‘This epitomizes a difficulty well known 
to all who have had the responsibility of school management. Many 
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a time it is impossible to make specific charges of incompetency as 
a basis for discharging a teacher, even though her superiors are aware 
every time they enter her school, that her influence is not duly lead- 
ing her pupils to higher and better things. It is a serious matter to 
deprive a worthy woman of her means of obtaining a livelihood. 
Superintendents and committees dislike to put upon a teacher the 
stigma that comes from failing to command their support. They do 
not act hastily or capriciously. They give the teacher the benefit 
of many a doubt. They recognize the injury caused by frequent 
changes of teachers and sometimes endure, for a time, one evil lest 
a change introduce a more serious evil. ‘They usually strive to im. 
prove the work of the teacher rather than to demand her immediate 
resignation. ‘Their errors are more frequently in the line of undue 
toleration than of unjust discharge from employment. ‘The public 
should not censure committees for discharging unworthy teachers. 
«ven the intimate friends of discharged teachers should be willing 
to admit that it is far more agreeable to re-elect a teacher than to 
demand her resignation or to drop her at an annual election. ‘The 
welfare of the children should at all times be held paramount to the 
personal interests of the teacher. 

The importance of retaining good teachers is receiving continually 
increasing recognition. ‘They may be retained by giving them ade- 
quate compensation. They sometimes refuse the offer of higher sala- 
ries elsewhere because their present location has advantages not 
available in the tendered position. ‘They give due weight to the 
conditions of employment. ‘They prefer schools in which a given 
amount of faithful effort will produce maximum results. ‘They ap- 
preciate the sympathy and co-operation of superintendent and com- 
mittee. ‘They prefer communities in which public opinion sustains 
efficient teachers and gives them freedom to strive for the attain- 
ment of high ideals. We hope that it is not claiming too much to 
assert that our slowly advancing salary list, the advantages of this 
town, the effort to improve the conditions of employment, the atti- 
tude of school officers, and the public loyalty to the school system 
are doing much to retain our best teachers. If this claim is not well 
founded, we can at least express the hope that in the near future 
every word of it will be warranted by facts. 
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RELIEF TO THE SCHOOLS. 


The opening of the new Wadleigh building has been a great 
benefit to the schools. ‘The High and Mystic have been relieved of 
grammar school pupils, the room in Thompson’s block has been 
given up, the pressure upon the Chapin, Gifford, Highland and 
‘Rumford schools has been lessened. The increased number of 
High school pupils would have made impossible the accommodation 
of grammar school classes as heretofore. ‘lhe statistical tables ac- 
companying this report show that in many schoolrooms below the 
High the number of pupils is also large, but by comparison with pre- 
vious years the situation is found to be more favorable. The most 
noticeable improvements are the following: ‘The High school is de- 
voted exclusively to High school classes; the classes of grade VIII 
and grade VII are smaller than last year; the average distance trav- 
eled by children of those grades has been reduced; the Chapin, 
Gifford and Rumford have been relieved of sixth grade pupils ; Rum- 
ford district pupils of fifth grade are in the Rumford school; fewer 
Chapin district pupils are obliged to attend the Highland and Wash- 
ington schools ; the Mystic primary teacher now has three grades in- 
stead of four; the Town Hall has been relieved of the cooking 
school, and the Gifford basement is no longer the home of the sloyd 
department. 


MANUAL TRAINING ROOMS. 


Upon the removal of the sloyd department to the Wadleigh 
school a new outfit of modern benches was provided and a quantity 
of new tools was purchased. In the Gifford basement the number 
of benches was necessarily small. Now classes of twenty can be 
taught with plenty of room and light for every pupil. A beginning 
toward a better equipment of the cooking department has also been 
made, but want of funds has delayed the completion of the con- 
templated improvements. ‘The room in the Town Hall was not well 
adapted to the cooking department. In the new room larger classes 
_are taught under more favorable conditions. Visitors who see the 
boys and girls at work in these two departments can hardly fail to be 
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impressed with the possibilities of manual training as an educational 
medium. Technical skill, great or small, although incidental, is not 
the end sought ; but the habits of thought and action developed un- 
der the guidance of wise and efficient teachers may prove of untold 
advantage to the pupils after schoo! days shall be left far behind. 

It is gratifying to report that about fifty girls have availed them- 
selves of an elective sloyd class. Experience here and elsewhere 
proves that sloyd needs little or no modification to become adapted 
to girls. ‘The work is not too arduous for healthy girls of grammar 
school age, it appeals to their interest, and it has the same educa~ 
tional value for them as for boys. 


CHANGES IN THE COURSE OF STUDY.” 


Following the enrichment of the grammar school course and the 
adoption of the one session system for Grades VII and VIII, con- 
gestion became increasingly evident in those grades. Early in the 
current year a special study of the situation was made. ‘The prob- 
lem was to retain the benefits of elementary algebra, concrete 
geometry, simple French and Latin, music, drawing, cooking, sewing 
and sloyd, without neglecting the studies universally taught years 
before the term “‘enrichment’’ was in use. Special teachers in the 
schoolrooms and lessons in manual departments elsewhere often 
caused the grade teachers to despair of accomplishing their part of 
school work. | 

A partial solution of the problem has been reached. Algebra asa 
distinct study is not taught until the eighth year and is not then 
made prominent. Concrete geometry is taught without a text-book 
and in connection with arithmetic and drawing. Latin is not begun 
until the eighth year. ‘The cooking course has been reduced from 
two years of eight months each to one full school year, and is now 
given in the eighth year. Sloyd is required of boys as heretofore ; 
girls may substitute sloyd for sewing in the seventh year. Subject to 
approval, girls of the eighth grade may elect sloyd or sewing as an 
extra. All lessons in cooking, sewing and sloyd are given at special 
afternoon sessions, thus affording considerable additional time for. 
other subjects. 
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A few other changes have been made. Boys of fifth and sixth 
grades are no longer required to sew. More attention is given to 
spelling and to arithmetic above the primary grades. A beginning 
has been made toward cultivating a taste for good reading and a 
knowledge of good literature, and means are being considered for 
making this work more prominent in all the grades from the lowest 
primary to the most advanced class in the High school. 

The result of these changes will be more fully apparent at the close 
of the school year. Indications already point toward good results. 
The aim will be kept constantly in view. ‘That aim is the symmet- 
rical development of the children. They must acquire readiness in 
reading, writing and speaking intelligible English within their range 
of thought, must gain ability to make the necessary arithmetical 
computations of everyday life, must know something of the history 
and customs of their country, must be able to talk intelligently about 
lands which they may never visit and peoples whom they may never 
see. In short, there is a minimum of intellectual attainment neces- 
sary for a fair chance of earning a livelihood. Our aim, however, 
must remain higher than that minimum. We must endeavor to ex- 
tend the intellectual horizon of our grammar school pupils so that 
after they leave our fostering care they may become able to appro- 
priate to themselves a generous portion of the world’s best products. 
But we shall not bring about that symmetrical development if we 
think of nothing but intellectual cramming. Our aim should include 
intellectual power, broad culture, sympathy with our fellow men, a 
desire to make the most of life, a knowledge of how to live. We 
shouid touch the child at every point of his being. ‘This we cannot 
do, if we confine our attention simply to storing his mind with facts. 
A knowledge of facts has its place in education and we must put the 
children in the way of acquiring facts; but their education is only 
begun if it stops short with such knowledge. 


A GRowING NEED. 
The High school continues to increase in numbers. The building 


is barely adequate to meet the existing demand for seats. The num- 
ber of pupils expected from the Wadleigh school next September 
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exceeds the number of pupils who will leave the High school in 
June. There is accordingly great danger of serious embarrassment 
when the school opens in September. In previous reports I have 
urged the erection of a new High school building. In an experi- 
ence covering many years I have witnessed detrimental procrastina- 
tion in other towns. To arouse public opinion to the need of a 
scnool building, to bring that opinion to the focus of an appropria- 
tion for its erection, to secure competitive plans, to make a deliber- 
ate and wise choice therefrom, to receive and sift bids for erection 
and to make and equip the building without undue haste, require 
months and sometimes years. ‘Towns look to their chosen repre- 
sentatives for advice regarding school needs. | Committees often err 
in not pressing for additional schoolrooms until existing rooms are 
crowded to an unbearable point. Our own experience shows that 
the Wadleigh school came at least eighteen months too late. We 
shall be unwise if we do not profit by experience so recent, so em- 
barrassing and so harmful to the educational interests of this town. 


Relief for the High school cannot come from the Wadleigh for 
two reasons: First, every room at the Wadleigh is already in use, 
and that building will soon feel the pressure from the four-room 
buildings ; second, High school pupils ought to be kept under High 
school administration. To hold back a part of them in a grammar 
school would be an act unworthy of a live town. 


The remarks already made apply to the High school with its 
present organization. If we look to its legitimate development, 
the situation appears even worse. A prominent need isa large room 
for the desirable introduction of a well equipped commercial depart- 
ment. The eagerness with which large numbers of pupils avail 
themselves of their limited opportunities for the study of bookkeep- 
ing indicates that a thorough business course, in charge of a teacher 
with special qualifications for the work, would instantly become a 
popular and useful feature of the school. Stenography and type- 
writing should forma part of the business course, and a separate 
room for the typewriting machines should be provided. At least one 
additional recitation room is needed for present wants. The growth 
of the school will soon require more such rooms. 
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In these days, when so many parents are willing to make sacri- 
fices for the sake of keeping their children in school a few years 
longer than the law requires, but who do not contemplate for them 
a course in college, it isa matter of importance to choose studies that 
will have not only educational value in its broader sense, but also a 
practical value in fitting pupils for positions of immediate useful- 
ness upon their departure from school. ‘The number who enter col- 
lege is much smaller than the number who never darken college 
doors. While providing every opportunity for fitting our boys and 
girls to enter the best institutions of higher learning, we should not 
neglect the welfare of the larger number who will remain in our 
midst and determine the future of this delightful town. Side by 
side the two lines of instruction and training can be given, not driv- 
ing elsewhere the college-bound youth, but retaining many for 
whom Latin, Greek and other college requirements offer slight in- 
ducement for remaining in school. Winchester has not risen to the 
level of its responsibilities in this matter. The neglect, in my opin- 
ion, has sprung from a want of suitableaccommodations, rather than 
from unwillingness to widen the opportunities of our boys and 
girls. 


I look upon the emergency as too pressing to await the usual slow 
course of getting a new building. If the committee and the town 
will move at once for a new building, an enlargement of the existing 
building will meet present needs and provide for slightly larger num- 
bers. Upon its southerly side, at no great expense, an addition can 
be made that will increase the size of two small rooms, afford addi- 
tional seating capacity, and provide for the most pressing needs of 
the school. 


This addition should not, however, be considered an indefinite 
postponement of the proposition to erect a high school building 
adapted to modern conditions and expressive of the resources and 
refinement of this fortunate suburban town. Immediate and con- 
tinuous action is needed to make a new building a fact before the 
enlarged building shall become wholly inadequate to the proper de- 
velopment of the school.

THE KINDERGARTEN PROBLEM. 


In view of the prominence given to kindergarten discussion in 
this town, the subject is worthy of consideration in thisreport. There 
can be no doubt that public sentiment favors the continuation of 
kindergarten instruction. Financial support, therefore, may reasonably 
be expected. Upon the school department, however, rests a great 
responsibility. A poor kindergarten is in many respects—perhaps 
in every respect—worse than no kindergarten. No sham kindergar- 
ten should be tolerated. With the responsibility for good service 
comes also the responsibility for economy. Statistics indicate that 
the kindergartens of Winchester are expensive, not only in the aggre- 
gate but also in comparison with other towns, with other departments 
of our own school system, and with the total expense for all the 
schools. ‘These facts furnish special reason for an exhaustive con- 
sideration of the problem that confronts us. 


Economy may be taken in two senses. It may be considered 
synonymous with cutting down expenses. It may be designated as 
getting the best possible results from a given amount of money. In 
the first sense, it is easy to economize, but economy may be fatal. 
In the sense of getting maximum results with money available, econ- 
omy is at all times desirable. In the latter sense alone should the 
kindergarten system of this town enter into our deliberations. 

Reduced to simple terms, therefore, the problem seems to be to re- 
tain the present efficiency of the kindergartens, to get better results, 
if possible, and at the same time to reduce the net cost of maintain- 
ing them. Itis a pleasure to know that in this spirit the best friends 
of the kindergartens are considering the subject. 


ScHOOL ATTENDANCE. 


At the opening of the current school year it was decided to em- 
ploy as truant officer a younger man to succeed the last incumbent 
of the position. In this connection I wish to pay tribute to the 
faithfulness of Mr. Palmer, to the energy which he displayed for a 
man of his age, to the willingness with which up to the time of his 
last sickness he attempted every task to which he was called, and 
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to his unfailing courtesy toward those with whom he associated. 
With the advent of a younger and stronger man a more rigid enforce- 
ment of the school attendance laws was inaugurated by those who 
direct the movements of the truant officer. On the whole, the re- 
sults have been encouraging. Better attendance is observable and 
truancy is less in evidence. Some misunderstandings have arisen 
and some mistakes may have been made. It is however hoped that 
the purpose of the school department may appear considerate and 
reasonable. 

The letter of the law is very rigid and throws upon the superin- 
tendent great responsibility as an executive officer. The law pro- 
vides that specified classes of children must attend the public schools 
every day that the schools are in session and that every parent of 
such children who fails for five days or ten half days, during any 
period of six months, without proper cause, to keep them in school, 
may be required to answer in court for such failure. Upon the 
superintendent devolves chiefly the responsibility of determining who 
shall be sammoned to court. It is no small responsibility. ‘The 
public statutes do not attempt to classify as proper or improper the 
various reasons assigned for absence from school. No_ exact 
classification is possible. Many absences due to visiting and receiv- 
ing visitors, going shopping with parents, taking care of younger 
children, helping at home, want of suitable clothing and various other 
causes clearly deprive children of the education called for by the 
law ; but these absences appear reasonable to parents, often appeal 
to the sympathy of school officers, and invite decisions favorable to 
the parents. The children who have the most to lose by absence 
are as a rule most frequently absent. 


The chief effort of the school department will be directed to the 
awakening of a sense of parental responsibility and to the stimulation 
of zeal on the part of children. No sacrifice of self, no loss of ease 
or pleasure, should swerve parents from a determination to give their 
children the priceless benefits of regular attendance atschool. ‘The 
truant officer will be expected to exercise tact in the performance 
of his duties and to give parents and pupils the benefit of doubts. 


Some cases of destitution seem to call for relief from the town. 
Whatever may be the sins of the parents, a child kept at home for 
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want of shoes deserves consideration. If the policy of the state is 
to compel towns to give training for citizenship, surely it is the duty 
of every town to look out for such children. If the town cannot 
compel parents to provide clothing suitable for school, either the 
overseers of the poor or the school committee should be provided 
with funds to meet the emergency. 


CONCLUSION. 


Looking back over the past five years we find abundant evidence 
of the hold our public schools have upon the affections of this town. 
Appropriations have steadily increased, nearly the entire school 
population has received instruction in the public schools, new build- 
ings have been erected, old buildings have been improved, public 
school questions have been discussed in town meetings and in the 
local papers, schools have been visited, exhibition and graduation 
exercises have been attended, and public criticism has been generally 
helpful. Changes in the school committee and in the corps ot 
teachers have indeed taken place, but the school system has moved 
steadily forward. Another five years must show equal progress, if 
public opinion remains true to the traditions of the present day. We 
cannot foresee the changes that the next five years will make in the 
corps of workers, but with the eye of faith we can see the uninter- 
rupted work of training boys and girls to worthy living and useful 
citizenship. If we bend all our energies to the faithful performance 
of present duties, we can look with serene hope to equal faithfulness 
on the part of those who are to come after us.
